May have to pay back $130,000 
Young accused of abusing 
politicians' mail privilege 


U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-10th, 


could be required to pay back an esti- 
mated $11.1,000 if a congressional com- 
mission upholds a complaint filed Mon- 
day by his political opponent, Abncr J. 
Mlkva. charging that Young lias abused 
his franking privileges. 
, 


Mlkva revealed Monday that lie had 


filed the complaint during a press confer- 
ence and called Young's use of the frank, 
a privilege that allows congressmen and 
senators to moll official letters and docu- 
ments for free, a "blatant abuse of both 
(tie letter and spirit of the rules govern- 
ing the privilege..." 


Mikva charged Young has made 11 


mailings to every resident In the district 
since being elected to Congress In 1972. 
He said much of the information contain- 
ed In the newsletters did not pertain to 
Young's official congressional duties and 
therefore should not have been mailed at 
the taxpayers' expense. 


.MIKVA HEGISTEHKO the complaint 


with U.S. Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Arlz.. 
who heads the newly formed House Com- 
mission on Congressional Mailing Stan- 
dards. 


A spokesman for Young's office in 


Washington said that prior approval had 
been sought for material before it was 
malted.

Mikva also was critical of the number 


of pictures Young used In the newsletter 


that show the congressmen with celebri- 
ties, sports figures and government offi- 
cials. 


"None of these pictures or their cap- 


tions, nor the various stories dealing with 
Congressman Young's family and staff, 
are in any way related to Mr. Young's 
official duties," Mikva said. He also was 
critical of a recent Young questionnaire 
that sought Information regarding local 
residents political affiliations or prefer- 
ences In addition to their opinions on a 
number of other issues. 


MIKVA SAID Young has sent more 


than 1.8 million pieces of franked mail to 
residents of the district since going to 
Congress 18 months ngo. The material 
was not printed at government expense, 
Mikva said. 


Several local high school students 


voiced a complaint about Young's use of 
franked material last year, but no action 
was taken on the complaint.

State promises increase in daily rate 
Aid hike will cover Marymlle operating costs

An increase in state aid for Maryvillc 


Academy will cover only operating ex- 
penses despite assurances from a state 
official that his department would fund a 
more Individualized program at the chil- 
dren's home. 


The Rev. Thomas Hingtcrbargcr, 


Maryvillc assistant director, said Mon- 
day that the Department of Children and 
Family Services «DCFS) has promised to 
increase its payments from $16 a day per 
child to $24 a day. He said the rate was 
to become effective July I but that Mary- 
villc officials still "haven't seen a con- 
tract." 


Hlntcrbargcr 
said 
Jerome 
Miller, 


DCFS director, promised the increased 
rate In a meeting with Maryvillc director 
Rev. John Smyth two weeks ago. "So 
fur, it's just a promise," he added. 


THE NEW DAILY rate will "meet our 


operating costs for the past year," said 
Hintcrbargcr, but will not cover the ex- 
pense of starting any new programs. 


"A new program always starts with a 


loss — you always have a cost for facil- 
ities, furniture and new staff," he said. 
"They haven't been paying enough to 
cover the costs of running the program 
the past few years." 


In testimony before a state legislative 


commission earlier this year, Smyth said 
that "financial assistance is always a dif- 
ficulty" in running the program at Mary- 
vlllo. He also noted that $16 a day was 
about half the amount the state provides 
for care of children in state-owned in- 
stitutions. 


AT THE SAME commission hearings, 


Miller said the state was working for 
"more intensified programs and in- 


creased rates" for Maryvillc. He also 
said plans for the academy included 
more individualized programs and a bet- 
ter student-staff ratio. 


Miller told the commission that prob- 


lems between MaryviUc students and 


community residents should be "solved 
by spring." Community residents com- 
plained of vandalism and other prob- 
lems, which they attributed to a lack of 
supervision of the students. 


In a report issued after the commission 


hearings, State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and State Sen. John Nun- 
rod, R-Skokie, called for increased fund- 
ing and thorough redefinition of the type 
of services Miller's department expects 
the facility to provide.

The River Trails Dist. 26 Board of 


Education may adopt as policy Supt. 
John Fridlund's five-point outline for 
evaluating proposed high-density, open- 
land development within the district. 


Fridlund's report, presented to the 


board last week, represents his views on 
considerations a school district should 
make before condoning any proposed de- 
velopment of open land within school dis- 
trict boundaries. 


"Schools are a reflection of the quality 


of a community," Fridlund said in the 
position paper. "Those charged with the 
responsibility for educating the commu- 
nity's youth are properly concerned with 
land use because land use affects the 
quality of educational experiences pro- 
vided for boys and girls. 


"Any manipulation of land use without 


serious consideration of the effect upon

FIUDLUND'S five-point outline states: 
• Any potential developer must pro- 


vide accurate and substantiated data on 
the effect the proposed land use will 
have on the pupil population of the school 
district. This data should be based on ac- 
cepted standards of population estima- 
tion using tables provided by an agency 
acceptable to the local school board. This 
presentation should Include information 
on the relationship of any increased pupil 
population to any proposed or existing 
school facility. 


• Any potential developer must provide 


accurate and substantiated data on the 
effect of the proposed land use on the 
financial resources and operation of the 
local schools. Data should prove con- 
clusively that the project will generate 
sufficient funds to pay for any school fa- 
cility required as a result of the project, 
and that it will not adversely affect the 
per pupil expenditure level of tltc dis- 
trict. 


• The project would not endanger the 


health and safety of the youth of the 


community by virtue of its existence and 
its physical relationship to local schools. 


• Any land use that enhances the tax 


resource as a detriment in the quality of 
education should be viewed with favor. 


• It would not be acceptable for any 


developer to present data that refers to 
the project as an isolated entity. Consid- 
eration must be extended to the impact 
the project will have on existing schools 
and their enrollments. If not, any data 
presented should be considered 
in- 


conclusive. 


Fridlund presented the position paper 


during the board's discussion of the pro- 
posed development of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course in Mount Prospect. Kenroy Inc. 
of Skokie is seeking to build a 2,350-unit 
a p a r t m e n t and condominium devel- 
opment on the 200-acre site. 


Kenroy officials say the project would 


generate 359 elementary and junior high 
school-age students who would attend 
Dist, 26 schools. Administration officials 
contend the proposed development will 
generate more than 500 students while 
not substantially increasing revenue to 
offset the cost of supporting the higher 
enrollment.

Israelis sink 30 Arab boats 


Tho Israeli command said its forces sank about 30 boats 


Monday In three Lebanese harbors to forestall planned Arab 
guerrilla attacks against Israel. An Israeli spokesman said 
the forces struck at Tyre, Sidon and Rash-cl-Sheik, three of 
the largest ports In southern Lebanon, and "sunk about 10 
boats In each harbor." It was the first Israeli military strike 
Into Lebanon since three Arab guerrillas infiltrated Into the 
northern seaside resort of Nahnriya June 24 by rubber raft 
and killed four Israelis before security forces killed them. 


Kissinger, British leaders meet 


Secy, of State Henry Kissinger and British leaders met in 


London .Monday and discussed ways of encouraging Arab In- 
vestment in the West in order to channel back billions of oil 
dollar* to help fight inflation, American officials said. They 
said the chief subjects in Kissinger's day of talks Included the 
world oil crisis and the economic problem It has caused the 
Western world. Kissingw will slop in Madrid today to meet 
officials of the Spanish government and sign a cooperation 
agreement before flying back to Washington tonight.

Colson left his home In a 
Washington, D. C. suburb to begin a one-to-threc year prison 
sentence for obstruction of jusicc in attempting to smear 
Daniel Elkberg while he was on trial for leaking the Penta- 
gon Papers.

In a Mirprlse move, prosecutors in the murder trial of Elm- 


er U'uvno Henley Monday Introduced a signed confession in 
which Henley tcld of luring young boys into a sex and torture 
rlnt». and of killing five of its 27 victims. On the opening day 
()' the trial in San Antonio, Tex.. District Atty. Carol Vance 
read the statement to the jury while questioning Pasadena 
Dct. Sin. David Mulltcan. who took the confession the night 
after Henley's Aug. R. 1973 arrest. In the statement, Henley 
said a school friend, David Owen Brooks, 19, Introduced him 
to the alleged mastermind of the ring. Dean Arnold Corll, 33, 
who said he would pay the youth $200 for every young boy he 
could lure to Corll's house. 


Court to rule on abortion ads 


Supreme Court Monday agreed to decide whether states 


can forbid newspapers from carrying paid advertisements 
for almrtlon services. The court will hear oral agrumcnts 
next fall or winter Involving a Virginia Supreme Court 
decision that such lows do not infringe on freedom of 
the press and arc a valid exercise of state police powers to 
ensure proncr medical practice. Acceptance of the case 
came In a brlof order as the court reconvened to hear argu- 
ment In the Watergate tapes case. The U.S. Supreme Court 
held In 197:1 that newspapers had to eliminate f-cparate help- 
wanted sections for men and women, and added that paid 
advcrtHng was not protected by the First Amendment as 
thoroughly as is editorial matter. But In IflBS. the court 
struck down a Cunncctlcut law which forbade mailing of 
contraceptive information. Then, last year it drastically 
curbed state regulation of abortions. The Virginia case was 
before the court for a second time. It was sent back to the 
state Supreme Court for reconsideration In light of last 
year's abortion decisions, but the Virginia justices said 
those cases did not deal with First Amendment press ques- 
tions and refused lo reverse themselves.

Ec'ison reduces voltage 5% 


Commonwealth Edison Co., main supplier of electrical pow- 


er to Chicago and adjacent areas of northeastern Illinois, 
reduced Its voltage to all but downtown Chicago by 5 per cent 
and called upon Industrial and other customers to voluntarily 
cut back. With temperatures ranging from 88 to 91 at noon 
around the Chicago area, the utility called major users and 
said that In addition to saving 300,000 kilowatts by this meth- 
od. another 100,000 was saved by reducing supply to three 
area steel mills under an Inlcrruptlblc service arrangement.

Stock market off sharply 


Tho spectre of inflation sent the stock market plunging to 


Us lowest level since Nov. 23, 1970. The. Dow Jones industrial 
average, widely followed barometer of 30 blue chips, fell 21.20 
points to 770.57 in its sharpest drop since Feb. 4 this year. 
Standard & Poor's SOO-stock Index dropped 2.57 to 81.09, a 
new low for the year. Analysts blamed soaring Interest rates 
for the shaky market In recent weeks. 


The Presidency before the Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A young pros- 


ecutor told a historic session of the Su- 
preme Court Monday that President Nix- 
on could not claim executive privilege to 
withhold his Watergate tapes because 
there is sufficient evidence to indicate he 
was part of a criminal conspiracy. 


"This President - difficult as it is to 


say this — this President is not in a posi- 
tion to claim this privilege," said Philip 
A. Lacovara, counsel to Watergate Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Leon Jaworsksl. 


In the long-awaited showdown between 


the White House and the special prose- 
cutor over the presidential tapes, Laco- 
vera declared: 


"... A prima facie case can be made 


that these recorded conversations were 
not in pursuance of lawful duties and 
were in furtherance of a criminal con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States and 
obstruct justice." 


But James D. St. Clair, Nixon's chief 


Watergate counsel, argued that the cases 
before the Supreme Court "ought to be 
dismissed — period." He said any action 
by the Court would have a direct impact 
on and, in fact intrude on, the House of 
Representatives' constitutional power to 
impeach — which he said was the only 
way a President could be brought to ac- 
count for his actions.

Bank raises 
prime rate 
to high of 12% 


(UPI) - The First National Bank of 


Chicago Monday raised its prime interest 
rate to 12 per cent from 11.8 per cent, 
highest in the bank's history and equal to 
the record high imposed last week by 
several other major banks in the nation. 


Tho bank withheld an increase last 


week, although its guidelines then in- 
dicated a rate of 12.07 was called for. 


The bank said the guidelines at tills 


time arc up to 12.46 per cent. 


In delaying its increase last week, the 


bank sold It preferred to wait and see If 
the run-up in money rates might have 
been a temporary condition caused by 
business borrowing for the midyear tax 
payments and semiannual statement 
date. 


The new rate is effective today. It 


marked a climb of 3.25 per cent since 
last March when a downward trend of 
rates was reversed. 


Nixon 'exceeded authority,' 
$500 million to be refunded 


In New York, the U.S. Customs Court Monday ruled that 


President Richard Nixon exceeded his Constitutional author- 
ity in 1971 when he imposed a 10 per cent surcharge on 
imports, and directed that all money collected under the tax 
— about $500 million — be refunded. 


The 41-page ruling invalidated the surcharge and ordered 


that payments collected during the four-month period from 
Aug. 16 to Dec. 20,1971 be returned. 


Andrew Vance, chief of Customs Section of the Department 


of Justice, said he expected to appeal the decision to the U.S. 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals in Washington within 60 
days. After that, he said, the case could eventually reach the 
Supreme Court.

Eight justices heard the arguments

At issue in the arguments over Nixon's 


assertion of executive privilege are these 
questions: 


• Can a President assert an absolute 


privilege over his private conversations, 
even when there is a belief that he with- 
holds evidence important to a criminal 
prosecution? 


• Is the Watergate special prosecutor 


specially empowered to challenge execu- 
tive privilege in the courts? 


• Is the dispute merely one between 


two officers of the executive branch and 
not subject to judicial review? 


• Does a grand jury have a power to 


name an incumbent president as an unln- 
dicted co-conspirator? 


• Would the Supreme Court be in- 


volving itself in a political matter by a 
definitive ruling against the President? 


A White House spokesman meantime 


Monday again declined to say whether 
the President would abide by whatever 
ruling the Court might make. 


But three Republican members on the 


House Judiciary Committee said Monday 
that Nixon could jeopardize his chances 
to stay in office if he defied a Supreme 
Court order to surrender Watergate 
tapes. Both party leaders in the Senate 
also said the President should abide by a 
High Court decision.

Trudeau scores smashing victory 


P r i m e M i n i s t e r Pierre Elliott 


Trudcau's ruling Liberals scored dramat- 
ic gain.s Monday night in Canada's na- 
tional elections despite earlier pre- 
dictions he could not win an outright ma- 
jority in parliament. 


The Literals picked up at least one 


scat on the Atlantic coast, ran ahead of 
predictions in crucial Ontario province 
and rolled up expected victories in Que- 
bec. 


Liberals had won 114 scats in parlia- 


ment by U p.m., 19 short of an absolute 
majority. 


Both Trudeau and Robert L. Stanficld,' 


the 
leader of the opposition Con- 


servatives, won reelection to the House 
of Commons. 


The early returns defied pollsters who 


curlier predicted neither Trudeau nor 
Stanficld would win enough scats for an 
outright governing majority. 


Trudeau had governed Canada for 18 


montlis with a minority government, His 
Liberals won 109 seats In 1972 elections 
and Conservatives 107, the closest out- 
come in Canadian history. 


The 54-year-old Trudeau, who rode a 


swinging bachelor image to power first 
In 1968, waged a strong campaign on his

Nova Scotia, where the Liberals picked 
up a scat and increased their total from 
one to two.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Henry 


M. Jackson, D-Wash., called Monday for 
full diplomatic recognition of Communist 
China and withdrawal of the U.S. Em- 
bassy from Taiwan. 


Jackson, who returned Saturday from 


a week-long trip to the People's Republic 
of China, urged that the United States 
establish "better relations and expanding 
contacts" with the mainland Chinese. 


He said the U.S. "should try to reverse 


the location of our embassy and liaison 
office as between Taipei and Peking." 
The United States has not agreed to full 
diplomatic tics with mainland China but 


does maintain a lower-level liaison office 
in Peking. 


The statement by Jackson, one of the 


Senate's leading "hawks," represented 
the first time that he has called both for 
full diplomatic recognition of China and 
withdrawal of full diplomatic ties with 
the Chinese Nationalists on Taiwan. 


He also urged that the U.S. press to- 


ward "new departures in Sino-American 
relations, including the establishment of 
resident correspondents in each country, 
more substantial programs of cultural 
and educational exchanges, and the set- 
tlement of the assets issue."

He said much of the Information contain- 
ed In the newsletters did not pertain to 
Young's official congressional duties and 
therefore should not have been mailed at 
the taxpayers' expense.

State promises increase in daily rate 
Aid hike will cover Maryville operating costs

An increase In state aid for Maryvillc 


Academy will cover only operating ex- 
penses despite assurances from a state 
official that his department would fund a 
more Individualized program at the chil- 
dren's home. 


The Rev. Thomas Hingtcrbarger, 


Maryvillc assistant director, said Mon- 
day that the Department of Children and 
Family Sen-ices <DCFS) has promised to 
Increase its payments from $16 a day per 
child to $24 a day. He said the rate was 
to become effective July I but that Mary- 
vlllo officials still "haven't seen a con- 
tract." 


Hintcrborgcr 
said 
Jerome 
Miller, 


DCFS director, promised the Increased 
rate In a meeting with Mnryville director 
Rev. John Smyth two weeks ago. "So 
fur, it's just a promise," he added. 


THE NEW DAILY rate will "meet our 


operating costs for the past year," sold 
Ilinterbargcr, but will not cover the ex- 
pense of starting any new programs. 


"A new program always starts with a 


loss — you always have a cost for facil- 
ities, furniture and new staff," he said. 
"They haven't been paying enough to 
cover the costs of running the program 
the past few years." 


In testimony before a state legislative 


commission earlier this year, Smyth said 
that "financial assistance is always a dif- 
ficulty" in running the program at Mary- 
villo. He also noted that $16 a day was 
about half the amount the state provides 
for care of children in state-owned in- 
stitutions. 


AT THE SAME commission hearings, 


Miller said the state was working for 
"more intensified programs and in- 


creased rates" for Maryvillc. He also 
said plans for the academy included 
more individualized programs and a bet- 
ter student-staff ratio. 


Miller told the commission that prob-

by spring." Community residents com- 
plained of vandalism and other prob- 
lems, which they attributed to a lack of 
supervision of the students.

health and safety of the youth of the 


community by virtue of its existence and 
its physical relationship to local schools. 


• Any land use that enhances the tax 


resource as a detriment in the quality of 
education should be viewed with favor. 


• It would not be acceptable for any 


developer to present data that refers to 
the project as an isolated entity. Consid- 
eration must be extended to the impact 
the project will have on existing schools 
and their enrollments. If not, any data 
presented should be considered in- 
conclusive. 


Fridlund presented the position paper 


during the board's discussion of the pro- 
posed development of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course in Mount Prospect.

County home-rule group 
urges one-member districts 


by AL MESSERSCH1WIDT 


The Cook County Home Rule Study 


Commission began Monday a tiptoe 
through a controversial list of proposed 
government changes by recommending 
election of county board members from 
single-member districts. 


The changes — aimed at increasing 


citizen participation in county govern- 
ment — would require creation of dis- 
tricts "that should be compact, and con- 
tiguous, of nearly equal population." 


The recommendation, which was ap- 


proved unanimously by 13 of the 17 com- 
mission members, states that the pro- 
'posed districts "should not be confined to 
the Clilcago-suburban boundary and 
could lead to creation of districts that 
merge traditionally Democratic Chicago 
neighborhoods with Republican suburbs. 


Fifteen county board members cur- 


rently arc elected from two districts. 
Five members, usually Republicans, are 
elected at-largc In the suburbs and 10 
board members, usually Democrats, are 
elected in Chicago. A sixth suburban 
commissioner will be added in the No- 
vember election. 


ALTHOUGH 1.1 commission members 


backed the plan Monday, the single- 
member concept could be changed or 
dropped when the commission reviews 
its final report, said chairman Phillip J. 
Carey. The commission is expected to 
make nearly 100 recommendations for 
changes in county government and will 
send its report to the county board in 
August or September. 


"With the additional powers and func- 


tions given under home-rule powers to 
the county board, it is'even more impor- 
tant that commissioners be responsive .. 
. that each voter have his commissioner 
who he can easily identify with," said 
Circuit Court Judge Daniel P. Coman, 
chairman of the commission's committee 
on structure. 


"The recommendation is in keeping 


with the sprit of the 1970 constitution," 
said Carey, who was a Constitutional 
Convention delegate. "I would hate to 
see it get hung up on a Chicago-suburban 
boundary line." 


The proposal did not include the num- 


ber of election districts and did not state 
who would draw district lines. 


A SECOND, KEY structure committee 


recommendation called for a switch from 
an elected to an appointed county record- 
er. The proposal would require a county 
referendum and possible enabling state 
legislation. 


Supervision of the recorder's record- 


keeping duties would be transferred to 
the county clerk, the committee said, bc- 
c a u s c t h e offices 
include over- 


lapping duties. The merge is proposed 
"in the interest of economy" and other 
counties throughout the country have 
adopted the plan, Comr. John Stroger 
said. 


At least 20 other recommendations will 


come from the structure committee, 
Coman said. 


Th recommendations are expected to 


include a change from an elected to an 
appointed county assessor who would be 
supervised by an appointed, new tax ad- 


ministrator; centralization of both county 
purchasing and Civil Service; election of 
a county board president who would not 
be a county board member, and creation 
of a county attorney's office. 


DATES FOR REPORTS from the com- 


mission's government operations and 
revenue committees were not set. 


But, Brenda Dunne asked that the 


commission report not include a recom- 
mendation for a county income tax. The 
proposal has "overshadowed" other com- 
mission work and "I would hate to see 
the report lost because of this one issue," 
she said. 


Carey denied a vote because Mrs. 


Dunne's motion was "not made at the 
proper time." The revenue committee, 
not the structure committee, is consid- 
ering the proposal.

Supreme Court Monday agreed to decide whether states 


can forbid newspapers from carrying paid advertisements 
for abortion services. The court will hear oral agrumcnts 
next fall or winter involving a Virginia Supreme Court 
decision that such laws do not infringe on freedom of 
the pres* and are a valid exercise of state police powers to 
ensure proper medical practice. Acceptance of the case 
came In a brief order as the court reconvened to hear argu- 
ment In the Watergate tapes cose. The U.S. Supreme Court 
held In 1973 that newspapers had to eliminate separate help- 
wanted sections for men and women, and added that paid 
advcrtWnq was not protected by the First Amendment as 
thoroughly as Is editorial matter.

"... A prima facie case can be made 


that these recorded conversations were 
not in pursuance of lawful duties and 
were in furtherance of a criminal con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States and 
obstruct justice." 


But James D. St. Clair, Nixon's chief 


Watergate counsel, argued that the cases 
before the Supreme Court "ought to be 
dismissed — period."

In New York, the U.S. Customs Court Monday ruled that 


President Richard Nixon exceeded his Constitutional author- 
ity in 1971 when he imposed a 10 per cent surcharge on 
Imports, and directed that all money collected under the tax 
— about $500 million — be refunded. 


The 41-page ruling invalidated the surcharge and ordered 


that payments collected during the four-month period from 
Aug. 16 to Dec. 20,1971 be returned. 


Andrew Vance, chief of Customs Section of the Department 


of Justice, said he expected to appeal the decision to the U.S. 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals in Washington within 60 
days. After that, he said, the case could eventually reach the 
Supreme Court.

It's a bumplty ride on Bcllalrc Avenue 


from Bollard Road past 1st Ward Aid. 
Thomas Koplos' home and almost to 
Church Street.

KOPLOS. WHO WORKS with road and 


parking lot construction, said that the 
past winter, with Its extremes of hot and 
cold, "played the devil with the roads." 


"All unimproved roads are the worst 


I've ever seen," he said. The tempera- 
ture changes caused the roads to expand 
and contract and generally fall apart, he 
said. 


Mrs. Starosta and another neighbor, 


Art Schalk, 485 Bcllairc, say heavy traf- 
fic from the nearby Bay Colony con- 
dominium complex damages Bellalro. 
Bay Colony Is northwest of the Belloirc- 
University intersection, In unincorpo- 
rated Maine Township. 


Trucks used Bcllalrc to get to the con- 


struction site, Mrs. Starosta said. Now a 
"convoy" of speeding cars starts as ear- 
ly as 5 a m., she said. The traffic Is 
worst during morning and evening rush 
hours, and about 2 a.m., Schalk said. 


"The road was fine until they put up 


Bay Colony," Schalk said. Motorists 
speed by, raising dust and honking at, 
rather than stopping for, children, ho 
said. 


THERE ARE ABOUT 25 children liv- 


ing along Bellaire and someday some- 
body's going to get hurt, he said. 


"They just don't care," Schalk said of 


the drivers. 


Both Schalk and Mrs. Starosta said 


they are upset that Bellaire Is used as a 
main access road to Bay Colony, when 
the main entrance is on Emerson Road. 


However, Bay Colony Sales Director 


Clyde Ccrlig said that while the main en- 
trance to the complex Is on Emerson, 
residents will eventually find other ways 
out, such as Bellaire and Church Street. 
There are no plans to build another ac- 
cess road, he said. 


THERE ARE NO PLANS to annex Bay 


Colony, Koplos said. And while the roads 
which lead to the complex belong to DCS 
Plnines, the people living in the unin- 
corporated area pay indirectly for road 
repairs through the motor fuel tax. The 
state collects the tax and then distributes 
the money to municipalities according to 
their populations. 


Improving Bellaire with curbs and gut- 


ters, and widening it for the increased 
traffic would help the problems, Koplos 
said. But he said he didn't want it be- 
cause his constituents don't want it. 


The homeowners would have to pay, 


through a special assessment, for any 
curbs, gutters or sidewalks Installed, he 
said. 


The area has a rural flavor with the 


unimproved "country" roads, Koplos 
said, and according to his latest feed- 
back, the people wont to keep it that 
way. 


"Why should I pay for Improve- 


ments?" Schalk asked. "They should 
teach them (Bay Colony traffic) to drive 
the right way." 


Bad furnaces not isolated to Elk Grove

DefectKc furnaces may turn up in any 


community where lower-quality "project- 
t>pc" heating equipment has been In- 
stalled in tract developments, according 
to heating experts commenting on the 
widespread defects found in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Cracked or corroded heat exchangers 


which leak toxic fumes into homes and 
found In Johnson Corp. Air Ease fur- 
nace), arc not a problem unique to John- 
son products or to Elk Grove Village, ac- 
cording to John E. Sherman, presldnt of 
Sherman Plumbing and Heating Inc. of 
Crj-st.il Lake 


Sherman, a mechanical engineer with 


27 years in the heating and air condi- 
tioning business, said, "We have found 
heat exchanger problems prevalent In 
a number of other manufacturers' prod- 
uct* 


"It is my oplnon that there arc a great 


number of leaking furnaces installed that 
people arc completely unaware of," he 
said 


SHERMAN'S STATEMENT was back- 


ed up by other contractors who have 
worked the Northwest suburban area for 
jcars 


Robert Wing of Wing Heating and Air 


Conditioning. Elk Grove Village, agreed 
the problem is "probably 
prevalent 


throughout the Northwest suburbs — it Is 
not solely an Elk Grove problem." 


Rocco Antoni of Northwest Heating 


and Air Conditioning In DCS Plalnes, 
said. "We have found the same problem 
(as in Elk Grove Village) In a number of 
other suburbs." 


One contractor pinpointed Buffalo 


Grove and newer Arlington Heights sub- 
divisions as two areas where residents 
have complained of corroded heat ex- 
changers. Officials In both suburbs have 
said they arc not aware of furnace prob- 
lems In their communities. 


The contractors gave several opinions 


on the cauw of the problem. 


"If jou arc going to condemn, con- 


demn any type of project equipment that 
is installed," said Antoni. "Johnson i« 
not the only one, you'll find the same 
problem with many other project-typo 


furnaces." 


SHERMAN CITED "flimsy construe- 


tlon. 
The manufacturer is compet- 


ing in a market place with other man- 
ufacturers who keep lowering the pi Ices 
of equipment in order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. This 
simply forces all manufacturers to do 
likewise. Today, we have furnaces made 
out of IB and 18 gauge unconted steel. 
This thickness is about the thickness of a 
dime. The products of combustion, and 
the flame of the furnace are separated 
from our atmosphere by this thin con- 
struction," he said. 


Sherman added that not all furnaces 


arc "so fllmslly constructed. Some have 
glass-coated heat exchangers, some arc 
made out of extremely heavy 12 and 10 
gauge steel. 


"I believe that a furnace has to be 


manufactured under such conditions that 
the chances of heat exchanger break- 
down, even when Improperly maintained 
or Improperly Installed, would he min- 
imal. Of course, a furnace would cost 
more ns a result of quality improve- 
ment," said Sherman. It may come as a 
surprise to most people to know that to- 
day a furnace Is chtapcr than it was 25 
years ago." 


Sherman noted if the furnace is In- 


stalled in such a way that not enough air 
passes over the heat exchanger to trans- 
fer away the generated heat, the furnace 
overheats and must shut off on its limit 
(safety) control. This causes the furnace 
to c>clc on and off at the higher temper- 
atures, expand and contract and shorten 
the life of the heat exchanger, he said. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM Is that frcon 


gas and other chloride and flouridc gases 
that arc present In homes due to house- 
hold chemicals arc strong enough to 
cause rapid corrosion of some furnace 
heat exchangers. Frcon contamination 
comes from cans, aerosol cans and air 
conditioning leaks. 


At least one furnace manufacturer, 


other than Johnson Corp. Is aware nnd 
concerned over corrosion in heat ex- 
changers. In 1073, the Bryant Manufac- 
turing Co. newsletter, the Bryant Ba- 
rometer, carried an article directed to 


service technicians dealing with heat cs- 
changer corrosion. 


"Dealers are receiving more and more 


calls from customers complaining about 
pilot outages, poor combustion, flame 
rollout or rust falling from the front of 
their furnaces, unit heater and in iome 
cases, boiler. 


"These complaints arc usually the re- 


sult of the heat exchanger being cor- 
roded through, permitting air to enter 
the heat exchanger when the blower or 
fan starts ..." the newsletter states. 


THE BRYANT ARTICLE lists some 


"determined causes of this corrosion" 
as: 


• Combustion air being taken from the 


attic space and the exhaust from the 
bathroom exhausted into the attic space. 
The exhaust 
usually 
contains 
con- 


taminats, usually from spray cans 


• Combustion air being introduced 


through a louvcred door into the equip- 
ment closet and the closet located across 
the hall from the bathroom. The vapnrs 
from spray cans are picked up in the air 
currents and carried through the door to 
the flame of the furnace. 


• Aerosol cans, after one use, leak a 


minute amount of refrigerant. Aerosol 
cans stored in the area of furnace con- 
taminate the combustion air. 


• The back flush water from water 


softener with an exposed opening in the 
area of a furnace will release salt and 
other corrosive substances into the air. 


• Air currents within a building can be 


such that by passing over an unvented 
dcgreasing solution or other cleaning 
agent... the air becomes contaminated. 


• The refrigerant used in electric air 


conditioning systems is one of the worst 
agents to cause contamination. A minute 
leak at the evaporator connections may 
continuously supply a small amount of 
refrigerant during the heating season. 


Bryant suggests contaminants be re- 


moved from the combustion area to as- 
sure long heat exchanger life. In some 
cases an door air duct may be required 
to get an uncontaminated air supply and 
in a few cases, it may be necessary to 
move the heating unit, the newsletter 
states.

My mother had a blood sugar test that 


showed low blood sugar about five years 
ago. 


She said the doctor told her to keep 


tome food near all the time. She hat 
gained at least 100 pounds. She won't 
have another test, because she said she 
knew she still had It. Does it ever correct 
itself? She gets mad because we are con- 
cerned about her weight. She falls a lot. 
has to push herself up out of a chair, 
can't buy clothes to fit and has shortness 
of breath and choking. If she were to 
break a leg or hip one person could not 
take care of her, because she must weigh 
close to 300 pounds. I'm an only daugh- 
ter. 


She said she has to eat to live. I say 


she has to drop 500 calories a week to 
condition her body so it won't go through 
a state of shock, then diet with plenty ol 
protein to live. 


Please tell us who is wrong. I worry 


about her all the time. She said that she 
didn't want to be fat, that she couldn't 
help it, she had to cat to live. 


It sounds to me like your mother really 


doesn't want to go on a diet and change 
her eating habits. When people are 
grossly overweight there is often some 
underlying reason for it. Psychological 
factors may be Important, and then a 
basic endocrine problem can be a factor. 
When blood sugar (hypoglyccmla) is 
really present It can stimulate obesity. A 
tumor of the pancreas that causes an 
overproduction of insulin and hypogly- 
cemla often results in gross obesity, 
from overeating In response to the ex- 
cess insulin. 


Of course, your mother should have an- 


other medical evaluation. If she really 
has hypoglycemla (a symptom), the

cause needs to be determined and steps 
taken to correct It or control It. 


If she has hypoglycemla on a basis of 


diet habits alone, then she needs to 
change her eating habits. These people 
need to be on a diet that Is essentially 
free of starch (bread, potatoes, desserts) 
and sweets of all kinds. They should 
avoid all sweet liquids, such as sweet 
coffee. 


THE FOODS THEY eat should be lean 


meats, poultry, fish and leafy and bulky 
vegetables. On such a diet is often neces- 
sary to take vitamins and minerals to be 
sure they are sufficient to protect the 
body. 


Now, should your mother have a tumor 


of the pancreas that is producing too 
much insulin — and I doubt it — the only 
sensible treatment is surgical removal. 
After successful surgery, the obesity is 
easily managed and soon disappears. 


That shortness of breath and choking 


your mother Is experiencing can be a re- 
sult of her obesity, or it can be from 
associated heart or vascular disease that 
has developed because of her obesity. It 
is a sign that she must get on with doing 
something about her problem now. 


Incidentally, if she smokes or drinks 


alcohol she must stop both. They are no- 
nos for people with low blood sugar prob- 
lems.

mated $10 million fee for collecting 
real estate taxes. To bolster county 
f i n a n c e s , you proposed, Mr.

Waste in county government op- 


eration should, above all, be elimi- 
nated. Every year, we hear that 
the budget is "bare bones." And, 
every year, some "waste" items 
are eliminated and others are hid- 
den in unrelated budget accounts. 


Budget abuses are not difficult to 


find. Plush 
furnishings, 
padded 


payrolls, political jobs and mis- 
management cost taxpayers an es- 
timated $14 million in 1971, the Bet- 
ter Government Association once 
reported. The EGA totals were 
loudly disputed by county officials 
but some positions were eliminated. 
Other questionable jobs remain to- 
day. 


Perhaps the most perplexing re- 


cent 
example 
of 
budget mis- 


management is a continual flow of 
fund transfers that began within 
months of a county board vote to 
approve the current budget. The 
transfers all involve movement of 
funds from regular to overtime 
salary accounts. 


At the June 6 board meeting, 


transfers of more than $300,000 in 
overtime were approved for the 
sheriff and Circuit Court clerk's of- 
fices. Another $37,000 was trans- 
ferred from wages to office equip- 
ment and supplies for the Circuit 
Court chief judge's and the state's 
attorney's offices. 


Were 
Uie wages unnecessary 


when budgeted? Why pay over- 
time? 


"My feeling is that taxes are 


really too high and we should se- 
riously consider curtailing govern- 
ment spending," you said last 
week. 


When next year's budget is pre- 


sented, we're counting on you to do 
something about that spending.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon's "Journeys for Peace," which lie 
says he intends to continue, inevitably 
bring to mind the Into Dwlght D. Elscn- 
h o v e r ' s 100,000-mllo "Crusade for 
1'c.icc" which he undertook to five conti- 
nents during the last two years of Ills 
incumbency. 


The staled objectives have been vir- 


tually identical. 


Nixon obviously believes that his trav- 


els abroad, talks to alien audiences and 
meetings with foreign leaders will help 
improve the dunces for world peace and 
stability. 


Elsenhower had much the same Idea. 


Although not too enthusiastic when he set 
out In 1939, the general finally came to 
bclievo that his visits to a multitude of 
countries abroad In the twilight of his 
second term had done much to convince 


in other lands of America's peace- 


ful intentions and good will. 


Out there the similarities end, except 


that both men have had setbacks they 
had not anticipated. 


The shooting down of a U.S. spy plane 


over the center of Russia blew up the 
plan for the Big Four summit conference 
in May 1960 and caused Soviet Premier 
Niklta Khrushchev to cancel an In- 
vitation to Eisenhower to visit Moscow. 
And a projected visit to Japan later that 
year was called off when the Japanese 
cabinet "disinvlted" Eisenhower because 
c o m m u n I s t-lnsplrcd rioting students 
made it Impossible to guarantee his safe- 
ty. 


N i x o n ' s acknowledged diplomatic 


triumphs in his first term have been tar- 
nished In the eyes of many by his domes- 
tic problems in connection with the Wa- 
tergate case and other related aberra- 
tions of his administration. 


It is an article of faith among Nixon's 


critics that the President's latest Mos- 
cow trip, as well as any future odysseys 
abroad, are desiped primarily to divert 
attention from Watergate and other trou- 
bles at home, such as Inflation and a 
drifting economy which" his experts seem 
unable to cope with. 


That undoubtedly is an element moti- 


vating his foreign adventures. However, 
it would be wrong to believe that Nixon 
is not devoting every effort to try to so- 
lidify and add to the successes he has 
achieved In foreign policy. He Is obvious- 
ly sincere In wanting to increase world 
stability and at the same time will hot be 
unhappy if success abroad dims the hor- 
rors at home. 


Eisenhower undertook his lengthy trips 


in his role as "father figure" and war 
hero, to climax eight years of relative 
peace and prosperity'and set the foreign 
stage for the next President, whom he 
hoped would be a Republican. 


Eisenhower came to believe that he 


was indeed a catalyst of peace, although 
it is doubtful that he fully subscribed to 
the banner emblazoned "Hail Prince of 
Peace" which was strung across a New 
Delhi street where a million and half In- 
dians mobbed him. 


While Eisenhower's motives may have 


been purer than those of Nixon and his 
peregrinations without guile, it may well 
turn- out that Nixon's International oper- 
ations do far more to preserve peace and 
stability and insure greater safety in the 
nuclear age. Where Elsenhower radiated 
honor and goodwill Nixon has concluded 
some relatively spectacular agreements 
with those foreign countries who may 
hold the key to peace or war. 


If he escapes impeachment and con- 


viction, Nixon's foreign achievements 
may well dim the remembrance of his 
domestic troubles — but we are too close 
to the events themselves to render the 
final judgment.

Stadium changes, memories unchanging

Blagglo, who recently revisited Yankee 
Stadium, presently being remodeled.) 


Joe DIMaggio stood in the outfield at 


Yankee Stadium once again. Only in- 
stead of sod beneath his feet, he stepped 
over piles of dirt and workmen's shovels. 
Yankee Stadium is undergoing a renova- 
tion. 


UIMagglo wanted to sec what was 


happening to the 
field 
bullpen, the 


one the visiting team once used. It was 
being demolished because both bullpens 
will be located behind center field in the 
new stadium, but the general outline was 
still there. 


How could DiMag ever forget that left 


field bullpen after what Al Gionfriddo did 
to him there in the 1947 World Series? 
Joe had really hit one. Glonfroddo, the 
little left fielder for the Brooklyn Dod- 
gers, the Dysart deer they called him 
because he was from Dysart, Pa.,'and he 
could fly, took off like a rocket and made 
a last-moment back-handed grab of the 
smash just as It reached left field bull-

DiMaggio was nearly at second base 


when the ball was caught, and in a rare 
show of emotion, he kicked the dirt ang- 
rily 
when he discovered 
Gionfriddo

"We were on a TV panel show together 


in Los Angeles not so long ago," said Joe 
D. "I asked him point blank "Do you 
think that ball would've gone in?' He 
said, 'Definitely'!" 


After awhile DiMaggio moved along. 


He was particularly interested in what 
the home plate area looked like, and 


when he got there, after having to stop 
and sign at least 20 more autographs, be 
couldn't even recognize much of it be* 
cause now it was part of a small up- 
raised little "Island" formed by water 
uml deep ditches on both sides. 


But standing in the general vicinity 


brought back a rush of memories. 


He remembered his first season with 


the Yankees, in 1936, after he had been 
brought up from the San Francisco 
Seals, and then his first day. 


"My foot was burned by diathermy 


during spring training in St. Petersburg, 
so I missed the first 17 games my first 
year up," he said. "I remember coming 
out here to the stadium for the first time 
I wasn't frightened or anything like that. 
One of the impressions which stayed with 
me was this short, chubby little fellow 
who'd go around before each game and 
announce the batteries through a mega- 
phone he had. He'd start at right field 
and work his way around to the plate, 
then walk on to left field.

Sim Klick faces his longest grid season

SAN FRANCISCO, (NBA) - The 


toughest port about playing football in 
1974, for Jim Kiick, will be patience. A 
man about to become a millionaire wants 
the money right now. In Jim's casn. it's 
in a bank in Cleveland, being held until 
he becomes an official member of a 
team called the Memphis South-men. 


Meanwhile, he has to prepare himself 


mentally, physically and spiritually to 
play another season for the Miami Dol- 
phins, lords of all football, but whose 
owner he despises, with whose coach he's 
in direct conflict with and to whose cause 
he feels he will not really contribute 
much. 


So, not surprisingly, Jim Kiick con- 


fesses, "Given the choice, I would rather 
play with Memphis this year because I'd 
get the opportunity to play more and I'd 
get my full salary, which is many, many 
more times than what the Dolphins pay 
me. It would start right now and my 
three years (the contractual period for 
the million bucks) would be up and I 
could start a new salary." 


Meaning he could start on his second 


million without the year's delay that 
playing for Miami this season will entail. 
And meaning he could skip the hassle of 
being a disgruntled halfback spending 
most of his time on the bench watching 
Mercury Morris scoot for the big yard- 
age as the playmate of Kilck's buddy, 
Larry Csonka, the fullback who will 
make even more money when they jump 
in tandem (along with ,wide receiver 
Paul Warfield) to Memphis. 


In Kilck's world of measured values, 


playing football is not the romantic pur- 
suit of championships 
and ego grat- 


ification. • 


"I've played 'pro football for six 


years," be says, "and llv* had plenty of 
attention and a lot of good things and I 


felt I proved myself in the NFL. 


"Everybody 
enjoys 
being 
in the 


limelight, but I've had enough of it. I just 
don't need anything like that any more. 
After this is over, we're not goint to be In 
the newspapers every day like we were 
for Miami: And it really doesn't bother 
me. I'm just concerned about the fu- 
ture." 


The future beckoned this spring when 


Jim was off skiing in Colorado and got a 
call to come to Toronto, where he was 
put up in the prime minister's suite, 
along with Csonka and Warfield, and per- 
suaded to alter history by signing a con- 
tract with the World Football League. 
Does he appreciate the symbolic value of 
the move? 


"I feel good as far as being recognized 


by other players. We've opened the door 
for them also. We benefited quite a bit, 
but they also benefited." 


Since then, of course, the government 


of Canada took official notice of WFL en- 
croachment and passed a low which 
forced the Toronto Northmen to become 
ultimately the Memphis Southmen. 


"Toronto would have been the perfect 


situation in that I enjoy playing football 
In a northern climate," says Kiick, a na- 
tive of New Jersey who played college 
ball for Wyoming. "But I can play any- 
where for three years, I guess." 


Just as long as he plays, an issue 


which has become paramount to the sto- 
lid, chunky 215-pound running back who 


had been all-purpose threat for four 
years until Mercury Morris supplanted 
him as the starter in 1973. 


"It's a matter of pride," he says. "I 


should be playing more. I felt I per- 
formed as well as anybody when I was 
called upon, but I felt it wasn't what I 
could contribute. I'm still young, 28, and 
still capable but feel I haven't gotten the 
opportunity to perform. And that leads to 
money." 


His relegation to part-time performer 


also led to friction with head coach Don 
Shula. 


"I respect Shula as a man," says 


Klick. "I may not like him. We have dif- 
ferent views about things, like hair and 
clothes, but I respect him. He's the head 
coach. If we had been 0 for 14 the last 
two years, It would have been a lot eas- 
ier to argue with the man. The conflicts 
have been mostly about lack of playing 
time." 


He feels much more bitter about owner 


Joe Robbie, who at first threatened legal 
action to block the jump to the WFL. 


"It was typical Robbie. I don't like the 


guy. Everybody's out for himself basical- 
ly, which he should be, but Robbie 
doesn't care about anybody but himself." 


His wife, hearing him, notes those are 


pretty strong words. 


Kiick shrugs. 
"I'm just being honest about it." 
Like preferring to play for Memphis 


right now.

.in my hand." He knew how the shadows 
;cotild be treacherous there, how tiny 
.field mice would scoot through the grass 
every now and then and how the flags on 
the center field pole could be misleading 
— "when it whiplashed. the ball wouldn't 
travel as far as when It fluttered."

''The people have something coming' 
Trustee Hein wants to sue 
builders linked to scandal 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A class-action suit against dvclopcrs 


who were shaken down in a zoning scan- 
dal involving six former and present offi- 
cials is Included in a four-part program 
being proposed by Wheeling Trustee Wil- 
liam Hcln. 


In a letter to the village board, Hcln 


asked that the village attorney be di- 
rected to investigate the suit and other- 
possible legislation designed to control fu- 
ture building by these developers. 


In addition to the suit. Hcln asked that 


the village pass on ordinance restricting 
those developers Involved in the shake- 
downs from any new building for a peri- 
od of 10 years. Ho also wants these de- 
velopers to disclose any properties 
owned by them in the village that arc not 
yet developed. 


Finally, Hcln wants a thorough review 


of ail building plans submitted for these 
developments to see if there were any 
major changes or deletions In the origi- 
nal plans for these projects. 


"I THINK THAT the people of the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling have something coming 
to them." Hcln said. "I think that the 
people that were Involved have to soy to 
themselves why they didn't come to a 
board member, the village manager and 
so forth." 


Hein said, however, that he has set no 


figure on the damage done to the village 
by the zoning extortion scheme. Political 
boss James Stavros and five form- 
er and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were indicted Jan. 31 fol- 
lowing a year-long federal probe Into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 
Four of the six already have pleaded 
guilty, with extortion figures totaling 
more than $350,000. 


Hein, elected last year on a Stavros- 


backed ticket, said the extortion scheme 
damaged the village because the develop- 
ers had to funnel some money from their 
projects to pay off for building permits 
and zoning favors. "Some of the stuff 
was probably deleted because they did 
participate in this project," Hein said. 


By checking the original plans sub- 


mitted by developers, Hein sold the vil- 
lage can discover what was deleted in 
order to meet payoff demands. 


THE POSSIBILITY of a suit first was 


mentioned by the employe wage and 
salary committee lost week during sala- 
ry negotiations. August Lockefecr, chair- 
man of the committee, noted a similar 
suit In Hoffman Estates, saying that 
Wheeling also could sue for damages to 
get needed revenues. 


The Village of Hoffman Estates may 


get a $100,000 donation, a greenbelt area 
and creek developments in settlement for 
a threatened $10 million suit against 
builder Kaufman and Broad Inc. The suit 
is for damage to the community when 
the builder bribed former village offi- 
cials for zoning favors. 


Such a suit, however, might be unsuc- 


cessful in Wheeling since tho developers 
in this case ore viewed as victims rather 
than participants in tho crimes. The 
Wheeling developers were granted im- 
munity for (heir testimony and only offi- 
cials were convicted, while in Hoffman 
Estates the developer was convicted of 
bribery. 


HEIN SAID THAT while he is aware of 


possible problems because the devel- 
opers arc viewed as victims, lie said that 
the builders also arc at fault because they 
did not attempt to stop the extortions. 


"My opinion is that two wrongs don't 


make a right," he said. "I don't under- 
stand why they didn't come before the 
village to explain they were being ex- 
torted. The fact that they were exorted 
doesn't make them right." 


The trustee said the idea for the four- 


part program grew out of discussions in 
the Citizens Action Program (CAP), a 
political group which includes six village

Accident rate drops McHenry Rd. speed 


An Increased accident rate has won the 


Village of Wheeling a partial victory In 
Us battle to get speed limits reduced on 
Mcltcnry Road. 


Tho state lowered the speed limit to 50 


ni.p.h. along the entire stretch of road- 
way In Wheeling. Previously, onlv a 
short section just north of Dundee Road 
had a 50 m.p.h. limit, with most of the 
road at 53. 


George Rlchtcr, north area operations 


engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, sold the state conducted traffic 
tests on the roadway In early Juno. 
"The prevailing speeds Indicated that a 
reduction was warranted," he said. 


RICIITER EXPLAINED that the stale 


sets speed limits based on tho speed that 
85 per cent of the drivers travel at or 
below. Ho said (hat earlier studies had 
shown that not enough drivers were driv- 
ing below 55 m.p.h. 


The major change in tho traffic sur- 


vey, however, was an increase In the ac- 
cident rate, Rlchtcr said. He said a re- 
cent accounting of accidents along that 
ylrclch of road "indicated that we did 
have more of an accident ratio than the 
statewide average." 


Both the Wheeling Police Dcpt. and vll- 


Inge board havo been asking for a reduc- 
tion In speed limits along McHenry 
Road, noting that at least three people 
have died in fatal traffic accidents there 
in the past year. 


POLICE LT. Thomas Conte attributed 


the speed limit reduction to the "big, 


hard push" by the police department. Ho 
said Iho village conducted traffic studies, 
which forced the state to make its most 
recent traffic study. 


Contc sold that the dcparmcnt, how- 


ever, wants limits reduced even more. 
"Forty miles per hour is within what we 
feel is realistic," he said, noting uneven 
terrain, blind spots on private drives and 
new development along the road. 


Rlchter sold he expects tn get future 


r e q u e s t s for lowered limits along 
McHenry Road, but sold that the police 
department can be most effective in low- 
ering limits by enforcing existing speed 
limits. Surveys conducted earlier this 
year showed that about 25 to 30 per cent 
of the drivers exceeded posted speed lim- 
its. 


CHANCES OF GETTING the state to 


further reduce speed limits on McHenry 
Road this year arc dim bccau.sc no addi- 
tional traffic studies arc planned for the 
toad this summer. 


"We arc frankly inundated with speed 


limit requests for the rest of this year," 
Rlchctor said. "I hadn't planned on going 
back in there this summer, unless thcro 
is a tremendous surge hi their devel- 
opment." 


Wheeling residents have been com- 


plaining about the McHenry Road traffic 
ever since the area began to attract 
apartment and townhouse projects. Sev- 
eral arc seeking a traffic light at the in- 
tersection of Elmhurst and McHenry 
roads. 


Village seeks to improve 


operations of committees 


Tho Wheeling Village Board Is consid- 


ering restructuring Its committees so 
that they can operate more efficiently. 


The revamping suggested by Trustee 


Al Lang would Include separating the 
functions of the judiciary and purchasing 
committee. Lang said this committee Is 
"now almost o catch-all," handling mat- 
ters ranging from committee appoint- 
ments to changes In the village codes. 


Tho 
trustee suggested that tho 


judiciary committee handle only restruc- 
turing of the ordinances and updating of 
village codes, while a separate com- 
mittee be established lo handle boards 
and commissions. Ho said the board has 
not handled purchasing matters for sev- 
eral voars. 


SEVERAL BOARD members sug- 


gested that the real estate and zoning 
committee be given tho additional re- 
sponsibility of reviewing zoning and plan 
commission recommendations. Currently 
the board reviews these recommenda- 
tions during regular meetings. Trustee 


William Hein said that by starting re- 
views in committee the board could 
make more detailed studies of the rec- 
ommendations. 


Trustee John Koeppcn agreed, saying 


that his committee currently has little 
responsibility. 


Likewise. Lang recommenced that the 


police-ond-fire committee be dropped, 
saying this committee currently has no 
function. Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon 
also suggestd dropping the finance com- 
mittee, which currently only approves 
village expenditures. He also asked tha*t 
public health be dropped from the sewer, 
water and public health committee, say- 
ing that it has no function. 


Tho committee revamping follows a 


scrlts of other changes in board proce- 
dure which began after a federal in- 
vestigation into official corruption start- 
ed in Wheeling. The investigation led to 
the indictment of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials, with 
four of the six having already pleaded 
guilty. 


Residents plan 
to demonstrate 
for more cuts 


A mass meeting of residents in 


h o u s i n g 
developments 
along 


McHenry Road Is scheduled for 8 
p.m. Wednesday to plan public dem- 
onstrations for the further reduction 
of speed limits in that area. 


Residents in the developments are 


not satisfied with a recent fivc-mile- 
an-hour reduction in speed limits 
along McHenry Road, said Cyndi 
Fredrickson, acting secretory of the 
Cedar Run Homeowners Assn. 


"What we want to do is get the 


speed limit lowered to 40 m.p.h., 
have directional traffic signals at 
McHenry and 111. Rte. 83 and at the 
intersection of Fairway Green and 
Cedar Run, and warning signs," she 
said. "What we'll settle for is a low- 
ering of speed limits to 40 m.p.h. and 
warning signs." ' 


Mrs. Fredrickson said the mass 


meeting is being scheduled in the 
summer so some action can be taken 
before the school year begins in Sep. 
tember. 


"If we don't have this before the 


beginning of the school year we'll 
have a massive protest," she said. 


Some of the tactics suggested by 


Cedar Run residents include the 
blockading of McHenry Road, picket- 
ing and erecting white crosses for 
each accident on the roadway. Mrs. 
Fredrickson said there is now about 
one accident every other day. 


"We hope to have something really 


dramatic," Mrs. Fredrickson said, 
noting that most residents contacted 
about the meeting have been enthu- 
siastic. She said she expects more 
than 400 people to attend. 


Mrs. Frederlckson said she first 


became concerned about the traffic 
problem when she and her husband 
witnessed a fatal accident in which 
two people were killed when a camp- 
er hit their car. 


Mrs. Fredrickson said she hopes to 


get all of the residents united 
through the meetings so they can 
take action and get public attention. 


The meeting will be in the club- 


house of the Cedar Run development 
on McHenry Road.

Prospect Hts. school board seeks answers 
How do you rate teachers? 


A revised set of guidelines for eval- 


uating teachers hi Prospect Heights Dist. 
23 will be presented for approval to the 
Board of Education Wednesday. 


Major revisions in the proposed 1974-75 


evaluation guideline include the in- 
corporation of definitions to clarify cer- 
tain subjects, a redesigned evaluation 
checklist, and a redefined time schedule 
setting dates by which steps in the teach- 
er evaluation must be completed. 


Definitions are given for the checklist, 


which is designed to identify both gener- 
al and specific areas of evaluation; for 
the narrative, a report used to further 
explain checklist items; for the preplan- 
ning conference, and for merit levels. 


The checklist is divided into four parts, 


including professional preparation and 
growth; teaching skills; district and 
building duties and responsibilities, and 
teacher personality traits. 


UNLIKE PAST evaluation guidelines, 


the revised sheet calls for only the first 
two checklist categories to be rated by 
Roman numerals from I to III with I 
being the highest score. The latter two

The new evaluation system also estab- 


lishes deadlines throughout the school 
year for completing each step in the pro- 
cess. The preplanning conference, which 
is conducted between the evaluator and 
the teacher, must take place no later 
than Oct. 15. Tenured teachers must 
have their entire evaluation completed 
by April 1. 


Evaluations are conducted by princi- 


pals and assistant principals and are 
used to recommend teachers for tenure 
and for salary increases according to a 
merit system. 


A special merit pot is included in 


teacher contract packages with the mon- 
ey to be divided among teachers as they 
are evaluated for merit increases. 


THE GUIDELINES also establish a 


procedure by which a teacher may ap- 
peal an evaluation if he or she disagrees 
with it. Appeal may be designated to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee or 
the board of education. 


The appeal committee is comprised of 


the president and the president-elect of 
the Prospect Heights Education Assn. 
and the chairman of the PHEA's profes- 
sional rights and responsibilities com- 
mittee. 


The guidelines also provide for a re- 


view of the evaluation process by a com- 
mittee to be established no later than the 
first full week in April. The committee 
will consist of the president and presi- 
dent-elect of the PHEA, an elected build- 
ing representative or an elected alter- 
nate from each school, one principal 
from the elementary schools, the junior 
high principal, a school board member 
and the superintendent or the assistant 
superintendent. 


Evaluations will be available only to 


the teacher, the principal, the assistant 
superintendent, the superintendent and 
the PHEA Appeal Committee. 


The 1974-75 evaluation guideline was 


formulated by a committee consisting of 
teacher representatives from each school 
and Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. 
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Summer school pupils 
get the real story 
on American Indians

Draw the station wagons into a circle, It's time for the 


annual Indian uprisings. Alt over suburbia, backyards arc 
becoming battlegrounds, with young braves war-whooping it 
up in the style they've learned through the magic of movies 
or Saturday morning television. 


They're out there, in Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Mount Pros- 


pect, Arlington Heights and all over the plains — laying care- 
ful plans for a sneak attack on the kids in the next block. 


Kids always have been fascinated with the red man, but 


unfortunately, their idea of Indians Is usually limited to the 
kind of celluloid savage depicted in the shoot-cm-ups that 
have made John Wayne rich. 


SOME IMAGINATIVE teachers In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 


School Dist. 21 are capitalizing on the natural interest chil- 
dren have in the first Americans to help them set the story 
straight. 


In a summer school class at Tarkington School In Wheeling, 


youngsters arc getting a clearer picture of how various tribes 
of Indians actually lived and felt and thought. The Indian lore 
class is one of several enrichment courses offered free by the 
district for the first time this year, and includes about 20 
youngsters ranging in age from about nine to 12. 


Peter Wilbcrschcld conceived the idea for the class out of 


concern that children grow up with distorted views of the rolo 
of the Indians In American history. 


"I wanted them to know more about Indians than what they 


sec on TV," Wilbcrschcld said. "They didn't even realize that 
there were different tribes with their own languages and cus- 
toms." 


STAHTING CLOSE to home, Wllbcrschcid told the kids 


about Indians who once inhabited the Wheeling area, using 
the present site of the Potawatomi forest preserve as a 
"chipping station," where tribal wcaponmakcrs gathered to 
fashion stone arrowheads. 


The cultures of the Sioux, Cheyenne and other tribes have 


been explored by the class in the past few weeks, with each 
child doing research on a particular group and making a 
report on an outstanding chief, such as Sitting Bull, or on 
some aspect of Indian life. 


On a recent field trip to River Trails Nature Center, tho 


children observed wigwams to get an idea of Indian home- 
making and traveled to the Field Museum of Natural History 
to see the collection of artifacts. 


Monday, Lcn Presley, Dlst. 21 art coordinator, visited the 


school to show the children his own artifact — a 170-year-old 
Buffalo skin. The well-preserved skin still bears traces of 
bright colors once part of a hand-painted Indian design. 


Lunch later that day was the occasion for a traditional 


Indian feast, with Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI the guest of 
honor. 


THE CHILDREN performed an Indian "snake dance" for 


tho superintendent before the meal, wearing homemade 
masks, ankle bracelets and arm bands, as they stomped and 
changed around their classroom. 


The menu for the feast? Buffalo meatballs, made by one of 


the mothers who purchased the usually unavailable meat 
when It was sold for a short time a few months ago by local 
stores.

Planners reject 
right-of-way 
plan by Allstate 


The Wheeling Plan Commission has re- 


fused to accept a 40-foot right-of-way pro- 
posed by the Allstate Insurance Co. for 
an auto reclamation center west of Wolf 
Road and cast of the Soo Line R.R. 
tracks. 


Allstate was seeking the road dedica- 


tion to get access to tho proposed rec- 
lamation center, which the firm said is 
one of three projects proposed for land 
between Palatine and Hintz roads. The 
company said two training and research 
centers also arc planned, one for adjust- 
ers and the other for body and fender 
repairmen. 


Plan commission members said they 


were not happy with plans for the rec- 
lamation center, which they repeatedly 
referred to as "a junkyard." They re- 
fused to accept the road dedication, how- 
ever, saying that a 66-foot right-of-way is 
needed. 


Plans for the project had been re- 


viewed earlier by some plan commission 
members during a prcapplication confer- 
ence. At that time the commissioners 
recommended that Allstate seek subdivi- 
sions for all three projects. Allstate, how- 
ever, chose to present just thu road dedi- 
cation, and plan commission members 
said they feared tho training and re- 
search centers might never be built. 


The reclamation center would be used 


to inspect wrecked autos to sec if they 
could be repaired. 


The plan commission asked Allstate to 


return with a wider road dedication, and 
will continue review of the project at 
that time.

dered Merenkov to stop discussing it 
with members of the department.

Accident rate drops McHenry Rd. speed 


An increased accident rate has won the 


VlUnue of Wheeling a partial victory In 
ll> battle to get speed limits reduced on 
Mcllcnry Hoad. 


The state lowered tho speed limit to 30 


m.p.h. along the entire stretch of road- 
way in Wheeling. Prcviomly. onlv a 
short section just north of Dundee Road 
had a So m.p.h. limit, with most of the 
road at 53. 


George Rlchlcr, north area operations 


engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, said the state conducted traffic 
tests on the roadway in early June. 
"The prevailing speeds indicated that a 
reduction was warranted," he said. 


ItlCIITEIt EXPLAINED that the state 


sets speed limits based on the speed that 
Bo per cent of the drivers travel at or 
below. He said that earlier studies had 
shown (hat not enough drivers ucrc driv- 
ing below 53 m.p.h. 


The major change in the traffic sur- 


vey, however, was an increase In the ac- 
cident rate. Richtcr sold. Ho sold a re- 
cent accounting of accidents along that 
«tictch of road "Indicated that we did 
have more of an accident ratio than the 
statewide average." 


Both the Wheeling Police Dcpt. and vil- 


lage board have been asking for a reduc- 
tion In speed limits along McHenry 
Road, noting that at least three people 
have died in fatal traffic accidents there 
in the past year. 


POLICE LT. Thomas Conte attributed 


the speed limit reduction to tho "big, 


hard push" by the police department. He 
said the village conducted traffic studies, 
which forced the state to make its most 
recent traffic study. 


Contc said that the dcparmcnt, how- 


ever, wants limits reduced even more. 
"Forty miles per hour is within what we 
feel is realistic." he said, noting uneven 
terrain, blind spots on private drivos and 
new development along the road. 


Richtcr said he expects to get future 


r e q u e s t s for lowered limits along 
Mcllcnry Road, but said that the police 
department can be most effective In low- 
ering limits by enforcing existing speed 
limits. Surveys conducted earlier this 
year showed that about 25 to 30 per cent 
of the drivers exceeded posted speed lim- 
its. 


CHANCES OF GETTING the state to 


further reduce speed limits on McHenry 
Road this year are dim bccau.sc no addi- 
tional traffic studies arc planned for the 
load this summer. 


"We arc frankly inundated with speed 


limit requests for the rest of this year," 
Rlchctcr said. "I hadn't planned on going 
back In there this summer, unless there 
is a tremendous surge in their devel- 
opment." 


Wheeling residents have been com- 


pluimng about the McHenry Rood traffic 
ever since the area began to attract 
apartment and townhouso projects. Sev- 
eral are seeking a traffic light at the in- 
tersection of Elmhurst and McHenry 
roads.

not satisfied with a recent five-mile- 
an-hour reduction in speed limits 
along McHenry Road, said Cyndi 
Fredrickson, acting secretary of the 
Cedar Run Homeowners Assn. 


"What we want to do is get the 


speed limit lowered to 40 m.p.h., 
hove directional traffic signals at 
McHenry and 111. Rte. 83 and at the 
intersection of Fairway Green and 
Cedar Run, and warning signs," she 
said. "What we'll settle for is a low- 
ering of speed limits to 40 m.p.h. and 
warning signs." 


Mrs. Fredrickson said tiie mass 


meeting is being scheduled hi tho 
summer so some action can be taken 
before tho school year begins in Sep- 
tember. 


"If wo don't have this before the 


beginning of the school year we'll 
have a massive protest," she said. 


Some of tho tactics suggested by 


Cedar Run residents include the 
blockading of McHenry Road, picket- 
ing and erecting- white crosses for 
each accident on the roadway. Mrs. 
Fredrickson said there is now about 
one accident every other day. 


"We hope to have something really 


dramatic," Mrs. Fredrickson said, 
noting that most residents contacted 
about tho meeting have been enthu- 
siastic. She said she expects more 
than 400 people to attend. 


Mrs. Frederickson said she first

Mrs. Fredrickson said she hopes to 


get all of the residents united 
through tho meetings so they can 
take action and get public attention.

Defective furnaces may turn up in any 


community where lower-quality "project- 
type" heating equipment has been in- 
stalled in tract'developments, according 
to heating experts commenting on the 
widespread defects found in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Cracked or corroded heat exchangers 


which leak toxic fumes into homes and 
•found in Johnson Corp. Air Ease fur- 
naces, are not a problem unique to John- 
son products or to Elk Grove Village, ac- 
cording to John E. Sherman, presidnt of 
Sherman Plumbing and Heating Inc. of 
Crystal Lake. 


Sherman, a mechanical engineer with 


27 years in the heating and air condi- 
tioning business, said, "We have found 
heat exchanger problems prevalent in 
a number of other manufacturers' prod- 
ucts. 


"It is my opinon that there are a great 


number of leaking furnaces installed that 
people are completely unaware of," hu 
said. 


SHERMAN'S STATEMENT was back- 


ed up by other contractors who have 
worked the Northwest suburban area for 
years. 


Robert Wing of Wing Heating and Air 


Conditioning, Elk Grove Village, agreed 
the problem is "probably prevalent 
throughout the Northwest suburbs — it is 
not solely an Elk Grove problem." 


Rocco Antoni of Northwest Heating 


and Air Conditioning in Des Plalncs, 
said, "We have found the same problem 
(as in Elk Grove Village) in a number of 
other suburbs." 


One contractor 
pinpointed 
Buffalo 


Grove and'newer Arlington Heights sub- 
divisions as two areas where residents 
have complained of corroded heat ex- 
changers. Officials in both suburbs have 
said they are not aware of furnace prob- 


lems in their communities. 


Ths contractors gave several opinions 


on the cause of the problem. 


"If you are going to condemn, con- 


demn any type of project equipment that 
is installed," said Antoni. "Johnson is 
not the only one, you'll find the same 
problem with many other project-type 
furnaces." 


SHERMAN CITED "flimsy construc- 


tion. 
The manufacturer is compet- 


ing in a market place with other man- 
ufacturers who keep lowering the prices 
of equipment in order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. This 
simply forces all manufacturers to do 
likewise. Today, we have furnaces marie 
out of 16 and 18 gauge uncoated steel. 
This thickness is about the thickness of a 
dime. The products of combustion, and 
the flame of the furnace are separated 
from our atmosphere by this thin con- 
struction," he said. 


Sherman added that not all furnaces 


are "so flimsily constructed. Some have 
glass-coated heat exchangers, some are 
made out of extremely heavy 12 and 10 
gauge steel. 


"I believe that a furnace has to be 


manufactured under such conditions that 
the chances of heat exchanger break- 
down, even when improperly maintained 
or improperly installed, would be min- 
imal. Of course, a furnace would cost 
more as a result of quality improve- 
ment," said Sherman. It may come as a 
surprise to most people to know that to- 
day a furnace is chtaper than it was 25 
years ago." 


Sherman noted if the furnace is in- 


stalled in such a way that not enough air 
passes over the heat exchanger to trans- 
fer away the generated heat, the furnace 
overheats and must shut off on its limit 
(safety) control. This causes the furnace

on American Indians

Draw the station wagons into a circle, It's tlmo for the 


annual Indian uprisings. All over suburbia, backyards arc 
becoming battlegrounds, with young braves war-whooping It 
up in the style they've learned through the magic of movlos 
or Saturday morning television. 


They're out there, in Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Mount Pros- 


pect, Arlington Heights and all over the plains — laying care- 
ful plans for a sneak attack on the kids in the next block. 


Kids always have been fascinated with the red man, but 


unfortunately, their Idea of Indians is usually limited to the 
kind of celluloid savage depicted in the shoot-em-ups that 
have made John Wayne rich. 


SOME IMAGINATIVE teachers in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 


School Dlsl. 21 are capitalizing on the natural interest chil- 
dren have in the first Americans to help them set the story 
straight. 


In a summer school class at Tarkington School in Wheeling, 


youngsters are getting a clearer picture of how various tribes 
of Indians actually lived and felt and thought. The Indian lore 
class is one of several enrichment courses offered free by the 
district for the first time this year, and Includes about 20 
>oungjter» ranging in age from about nine to 12. 


Peter Wilbcrschcld conceived the idea for the class out of 


concern that children grow up with distorted views of the rolo 
of the Indians in American history. 


"I wanted them to know more about Indians than what they 


sco on TV," Wllbcrschcid said. "They didn't even realize that 
there were different tribes with their own languages and cus- 
toms." 


STAKTING CLOSE to home. Wilbcrschcld told the kids 


about Indians who once inhabited the Wheeling area, using 
the present site of the Potawatoml forest preserve as a 
"chipping station," where tribal wcaponmakers gathered to 
fashion stone arrowheads. 


The cultures of the Sioux, Cheyenne and other tribes have 


been explored by the claw In the past few weeks, with each 
child doing research on a particular group and making a 
report on an outstanding chief, such as Sitting Bull, or on 
some aspect of Indian life. 


On a recent field trip to RUcr Trails Nature Center, tho 


children observed wigwams to get an idea of Indian home- 
making and traveled to the Field Museum of Natural History 
to sco the collection of artifacts. 


Monday. Lcn Presley, Dlst. 21 art coordinator, visited tho 


school to show the children Ills own artifact — a 170-year-old 
Buffalo skin. The well-preserved skin still bears traces of 
bright colors once part of a hand-painted Indian design. 


Lunch later that day was the occasion for a traditional 


Indian feast, with Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill the guest of 
honor. 


THE CHILDREN performed an Indian "snake dance" for 


the superintendent before the meal, wearing homemade 
masks, ankle bracelets and arm bands, as they stomped and 
changed around their classroom. 


The menu for the feast? Buffalo meatballs, made by one of 


the mothers who purchased the usually unavailable meat 
when it was sold for a short time a few months ago by local 
stores. 


This Is the last week for all Dlst. 21 summer school classes, 


which are scheduled to end Friday. 
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THIRTY-SIX JAZZ musicians from throughout High 
School Dlst. 214 performed last weekend for tho 


"Festival '74" Independence Day celebration at 
Horsey High School.

In the complaint, Walsh also charges 


that Merenkov repeatedly and unjustly 
has attempted to discredit one member 
of the department and in one instance 
questioned Walsh's mental competence 
and ability to lead the department.

"Needless 
speculation, idle talk and spreading of 
rumors will serve no useful purpose," 
the memo states.

Security system still at issue 


Temptron Inc. officials have asked the 


Dist. 21 Board of Education and adminis- 
trators to meet with them in an attempt 
to settle a controversy over a surveil- 
lance system out of court. Temptron in- 
stalled the system. 


The Dist. 21 Board of Education can- 


celed an $83,000 contract with Temptron 
three weeks ago, saying it appared the 
company would never be able to make 
the system function satisfactorily. 


The sophisticated computerized sur- 


veillance system was supposed to be in 
operation last fall. 


School officials say, although all com- 


ponents of the system are in place in lo- 
cal school buildings and the adminis- 
tration building and are capable of func- 
tioning separately, the unit often fails 
when it works as a whole. 


TEMPTRON, HOWEVER, maintains 


that the system has been functioning as 
it should since last January. 


A bonding company, Insurance Co. of 


North America, has been requested by 
the school board to come in and com- 
plete the contract. If the bonding com- 
pany believes Temptron has fulfilled the 
contract, the only recourse for the Dist. 
21 school board is to file suit against the 
bonding company. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said he re-

dent of Temptron asking the school offi- 
cials and school district attorneys to 
meet with Temptron engineers and their 
attorneys on the matter in hopes of 
avoiding legal action.

to Elk Grove

Defective furnaces may turn up In any 


community where lower-quality "project- 
type" heating equipment has been in- 
stalled In tract developments, according 
to heating experts commenting on the 
widespread defects found in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Cracked or corroded heat exchangers 


which leak toxic fumes Into homes and 
found In Johnson Corp. Air Ease fur- 
naces, arc not a problem unique to John- 
son products or to Elk Grove Village, ac- 
cording to John E. Sherman, prosidnl of 
Sherman Plumbing and Heating Inc. of 
Crystal Lake. 


Sherman, a mechanical engineer with 


27 yean in the heating and air condi- 
tioning business, said, "We have found 
heat exchanger problems prevalent in 
a number of other manufacturers' prod- 
ucts. 


"It Is my opinon Hut there arc a grout 


number of leaking furnaces Installed that 
people arc completely unaware of," he 
said. 


SHKRMANVS STATEMENT was back- 


ed up by other contractors who lime 
worked the Northwest suburban area for 
years. 


Robert Wing of Wing floating and Air 


Conditioning, Elk Grove Village, agreed 
the problem Is "probably prevalent 
throughout the Northucst suburbs — it is 
not solely an Elk Grove problem." 


Rocco Anton! of Northwest denting 


and Air Conditioning in Des Plalncs. 
said, "We have found the same problem 
(as in Elk Grove Village) In a number of 
other suburbs." 


One contractor 
pinpointed 
Buffalo 


Grove and newer Arlington Heights sub- 
divisions as two areas where residents 
have complained of corroded heat ex- 
changers. Officials in both suburb* have 
said they arc not aware of furnace prob- 
lems in their communities. 


The contractors gave several opinions 


on the cause of the problem. 


"If you arc going to condemn, con- 


demn any type of project equipment that 
is Installed." said Antoni. "Johnson is 
not the only one, you'll find the same 
problem with many other project-type 
furnaces." 


SHERMAN CITED "flimsy construc- 


tion. 
The manufacturer is compet- 


ing in a market place with other man- 
ufacturers who keep lowering the ptices 
of equipment In order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. This 
simply forces all manufacturers to do 
likewise. Today, we have furnaces made 
out of 111 and 18 gauge uncoatcd steel. 
Tills thickness is about the thickness of a 
dime. The products of combustion, and 
the flame of thu furnace arc separated 
from our atmosphere by this thin con- 
struction." he said.

MAIORIELLO ON Monday submitted a 


petition for amendment to the village 
zoning ordinance and now seeks approval 
for special use for his property as a fu- 
neral home in a residential area. 


His petition for another session before 


the plan commission will be read and re- 
viewed by the village board at its regu- 
lar meeting at 8 p.m. today in the munic- 
ipal building at 901 Wellington Avenue. 


If the village board approves his 


request for another hearing for this new 
use, it will direct the plan commission to 
set anothtr public hearing. 


Deputy Clerk Fay Bishop said the 


earliest the commission could hear the 
petition would be late this month or early 
August since published notice of the ac- 
tion must be made. 


DURING THE hearings objectors con- 


tended rezoning to allow business use 
would open the area to further commer- 
cial use. After two hearings in May, plan 
commission members turned down Maio- 
riello's petition echoing citizen's fears 
that the zoning change would result in 
spot zoning.

$18,420 
in building 
fees collected 


The Elk Grove Village municipal cof- 


fer was fattened by $18,420.47 in May 
from the collection of building permit 
fees. 


A total of $71,231.89 has been collected 


thus far this year in fees for the 411 new 
construction and alteration permits Is- 
sued in contrast to the $87,036.15 collect- 
ed for all of 1973. That year 345 permits 
were issued. 


Thomas Rettenbacher, building direc- 


tor, said seven permits for new in- 
dustrial construction were issued in 
May, a decrease of three from April.

The new community service officers

Furnace problem not unique 
to Elk Grove Village homes

Defective furnaces may turn up In any 


community where lower-quality "project- 
typo" heating equipment has been in- 
stalled In tract developments, according 
to heating experts commenting on the 
widespread defects found in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Cracked or corroded heat exchangers 


which leak toxic fumes Into homes and 
found In Johnson Corp. Air Ease fur- 
naces, aro not a problem unique to John- 
son products or to Elk Grove Village, ac- 
cording to John E. Sherman, presidnt of 
Sherman Plumbing and Heating Inc. of 
Crystal Lake. 


Sherman, a mechanical engineer with 


27 years in the heating and air condi- 


tioning business, said, "We have found 
heat exchanger problems prevalent In 
a number of other manufacturers' prod- 
ucts. 


"It is my oplnon that there arc a great 


number of leaking furnaces installed that 
people arc completely unaware of," he 
said. 


SHERMAN'S STATEMENT was back- 


ed up by other contractors who have 
worked the Northwest suburban area for 
years.

Conditioning, Elk Grove Village, agreed 
the problem Is "probably prevalent 
throughout the Northwest suburbs — It is 
not solely an Elk Grove problem."

The manufacturer is compet- 


ing in a market place with other man- 
ufacturers who keep lowering the prices 
of equipment in order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. Tills 
simply forces all manufacturers to do 
likewise. Today, we have furnaces made 
out of 16 and 18 gauge uncoated steel. 
This thickness is about the thickness of a 
dime. The products of combustion, and 
the flame of the furnace are separated 
from our atmosphere by this thin con- 
struction," he said. 


Sherman added that not all furnaces 


are "so fllmsily constructed. Some have 
glass-coated heat exchangers, some are

Bad furnaces 'not unique' 
to Elk Grove Village 


Three Palatine men have been ar- 


rested and charged with June 30 bur- 
glary at the F J Die Mold Stamping Co., 
Inc., 501 W. Colfax St., Palatine. 


The three men charged with burglary 


and three counts of theft were Jerry J. 
Polaczewski, 19, 927 W. Dundee; Tim- 
othy W. Bagley, 17, 1260 Winnetka; and 
Daniel J. Devlne, 21,1100 W. Mallard. 


Palatine police had been investigating 


the June 30 burglary In which a company 
truck, company tools, and an employe's 
tools were taken. The stolen truck was 
recovered, abandoned, at a construction 
site at Route 68 and Hicks Road on July 
1. Police said most of the stolen tools, 
which included precision 
machinists' 


tools and various items valued at $4,000 
were recovered at an Elk Grove Village 
business last week where Devlne worked. 


DEVINE WAS ALSO charged with pos-

made out of extremely heavy 12 and 10 
gauge steel. 


"I believe that a furnace has to be 


manufactured under such conditions that 
the chances of heat exchanger break- 
down, even when Improperly maintained 
or improperly Installed, would be min- 
imal. Of course, a furnace would cost 
more as a result of quality improve- 
ment." said Sherman. It may come as a 
surprise to most people to know that to- 
day a furnace is chtnpcr than it was 25 
years ago." 


Sherman noted If the furnace is in- 


stalled in such a way that not enough air 
passes over the heat exchanger to trans- 
fer away the generated heat, the furnace 
overheats and must shut off on Its limit 
(safety) control. This causes the furnace 
to cycle on and off at the higher temper- 
atures, expand and contract and shorten 
the life of the heat exchanger, he said. 


ANOTHER I'ltOHLKM is that frcon 


pus and other chloride and flouridc gases 
that arc present In homes due to house- 
hold chemicals arc strong enough to 
cause rapid corrosion of some furnace 
heat exchangers. Frcon contamination 
comes from cans, aerosol cans and air 
conditioning leaks. 


At least one furnace manufacturer, 


other than Johnson Corp. Is aware and 
concerned over corrosion in heat ex- 
changers. In 1973, the Bryant Manufac- 
turing Co. newsletter, the Bryant Ba- 
rometer, carried an article directed to 
service technicians dealing with heat cs- 
changer corrosion. 


"Dealers arc receiving more and more 


calls from customers complaining about 
pilot outages, poor combustion, flume 
rollout or rust falling from the front of 
their furnaces, unit heater and In some 
cases, boiler. 


"These complaints arc usually the re- 


sult of the heat exchanger being cor- 
roded through, permitting air to enter 
the heat exchanger when the blower or 
fan starts..." the newsletter states. 


THE BRYANT ARTICLE lists some 


"determined causes of this corrosion" 
as: 


• Combustion air being taken from the 


nttlc space and the exhaust from the 
bathroom exhausted Into the nttlc space. 
The exhaust 
usually contains con- 


tamlnats, usually from spray cans. 


• Combustion air being Introduced 


through a louvcrcd door into the equip- 
ment closet and the closet located across 
the hall from the bathroom. The vapors 
from spray cans arc picked up in the air 
currents and carried through the door to 
the flame of the furnace. 


• Aerosol cans, after one use, leak a 


minute amount of refrigerant. Aerosol 
cans stored in the area of furnace con- 
taminate the combustion air. 


• The back flush water from water 


softener with an exposed opening in the 


area of a furnace will release salt and 
other corrosive substances into the air. 


• Air currents within a building can be 


such that by passing over an unventcd 
decreasing solution or other cleaning 
agent... the air becomes contaminated. 


• The refrigerant used in electric air 


conditioning systems Is one of the worst 
agents to cause contamination. A minute 
leak at the evaporator connections may 
continuously supply a small amount of 
refrigerant during the heating season. 


Bryant suggests contaminants be re- 


moved from the combustion area to as- 
sure long heat exchanger life. In some 
cases an door air duct may be required 
to get an uncontaminnted air supply and 
in a few cases, It may be necessary to 
move the heating unit, the newsletter 
states.

Scott, schools at odds over closed personnel talks 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Local school officials appear to have 


their choice of conflicting interpretations 
of the legality of their discussion of per- 
sonnel matters in closed session. 


The two interpretations of the Illinois 


Open Meeting Act have been issued by 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott and by 
the legal counsel for State School Supt. 
Michael Bakalls. Neitheroplnion is legal- 
ly binding unless upheld in court. 


The traditional practice of most school 


boards and other government agencies of 
discussing individual salaries, adminis- 
trative promotions, granting of teacher 
tenure and other personnel Issues in pri- 
vate was first called into question sev- 
eral months ago in an opinion Issued by 
Scott. 


Scott's opinion was addressed to 


State's Atty. L. E. Ellison of Whiteside 
County. In it, the attorney general said 
government bodies can only hold closed 
session to discuss initial employment or 
dismissal of an employe and "does not 
relate to matters arising between the be- 
ginning of a work relationship and the 
ending of it." 


THE OPEN MEETING Act, passed in 


1967, requires all government bodies to 
conduct all business in public except for 
discussions of a few specific items, in- 
cluding purchase of property, student 
discipline, collective bargaining or "to 
consider information regarding appoint- 
ment, employment or dismissal of an 
employe or office or to hear testimony on 
n complaint lodged against an employe 
or officer." 


Attorneys for a number of government 


ngcncics have objected to Scott's inter- 
pretation of the exemption on employes 
because, according to Allen Franke, at- 


torney for High School Dist. 214, High 
School Dlst. 211 and several local ele- 
mentary districts, "You get a lot of in- 
formation that is highly personal that if 
it ever got out, would destroy the effec- 
tiveness of a person." 


Now, to add to the uncertainty, an opin- 


ion has been issued by Leo James Athas, 
general counsel for Bakalls' office, say- 
ing the law allows school boards to hold 
closed meetings to discuss evaluation of 
employes. In the opinion, Athas says, 
"There are occasions that arise between 
hiring and dismissal that require a local 
school board to review the qualifications 
and performance of its certificated per- 
sonnel," and says boards may hold 
closed sessions for that purpose. 


Athas' opinion was issued in reply to a 


question from Frank Hlnes, attorney for 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, Schaum- 
burg Township Dlst. 54 and Harper Col- 
lege. After issuing the opinion, Athas 
said he had discussed it with officials in 
the attorney general's office, and said, 
"We think our opinion is correct and it 
will be the opinion for school districts. 
The attorney general's opinion was is- 
sued regarding cities and villages." 


ONE OF THE considerations in Athas' 


opinion is that the closed session for 
evaluation will "protect the reputation of 
the individual employe." To interpret the 
law differently, Athas says, "would be to 
subject the proprietary interest of a 
teacher in his or her state teaching li- 
cense to needless and potentially irrepa- 
rable damage." 


Local school board presidents say that 


Scott's interpretation of the law, which is 
in Franke's words "terribly narrow," 
might restrict a board's ability to eval- 
uate its employes. Before Athas opinion 


was issued, officials of Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove Dist. 21 asked State Sen. Bradley 
Glass, R-Northfield, to introduce legisla- 
tion clarifying the right of boards to 
evaluate employes in closed session. 


Robert Creek, president of the High 


School Dlst. 211 Board of Education, said 
last week he believes that Scott's opin- 
ion, if followed would cause "major prob- 
lems" for his district. Administrative 
salaries, Creek said, are set in Dist. 211 
on an ongoing basis with both the 
amount and .timing of raises determined 
by evaluations. 


"To really talk out loud about some 


evaluations would be horribly disruptive 
to an individual's ego and to his effec- 
tiveness," Creek said. "That would leave 
the board with two choices — not to dis- 
cuss weak points, which is a helluva way 
to run a railroad, nor to bring private 
things out into the open." 


MINES SAID his advice to school 


boards will be to rely on Athas's inter- 
pretation of the law. However, he said, 
community colleges such as Harper, 
which ore not under the jurisdiction of 
the state school superintendent, will not 
be able to rely on Athas' opinion in the 
same way. 


"Every situation is going to have to be 


considered on its merits," Hlnes said, ad- 
ding that his clients have expressed con- 
cern about the Scott opinion. "They are 
anxious to comply with the law, they are 
anxious to understand the law, and they 
are interested in protecting the rights of 
their employes," he said. 


Hines added that the Scott opinion has 


made school officials much more aware 
of the law and is requiring them to think 
more carefully about its requirements. 
"I think any mistakes that were made in 


the Northwest area in the past have been 
through inadvertence," Hines said. "Pos- 
sible noncompliance has been because of 
the casual way the exemptions were im- 
plemented."

Builder asks high-rise annex

The Village of Mount Prospect lias 


been asked to annex a 3's-acre site cast 
of the Randhurst Shopping Center. The 
land lias been earmarked for a 13-story 
office-apartment building. 


Developer Joseph M. Brickman of J. 


M. Brickman Mid-West Corp., Mount 
Prospect, has petitioned the village to in- 
corporate the property at 402-120 E. Km- 
singtpn Rd. He plans to build an 11-story 
tower of 1)2 luxury apartments atop a 
two-story base of professional off ice j on 
the site. 


The village is virtually powerless in 


preventing construction of the "Prospect 
Tower" because Brickman has secured 
the necessary zoning cltungcs from Cook 
County, said Mayor Robert D. Teichert. 
The parcel currently is in unincorporated 
Wheeling Township. 


Teichert conceded that Brickman holds 


all the cards in dealing with the village, 
leaving the village little alternative to 
annexing the property. 


"We fought the battle and he won," 


said Teichert. "He's got a right to build 
it, and as long as he's going to build it, I 
would rather see it in Mount Prospect," 


which has stricter building codes than 
the county. 


Brickman was unavailable for com- 


ment Monday. He had told The Herald in 
an interview last December, when he 
was contemplating seeking annexation, 
that "If they don't want to cooperate, 
then of course we have no choice but to 
build in the county." 


BECAUSE TIIE property already is 


zoned for commercial and multi-family 
use, Brickman is under no obligation to 
compromise such things as the height of 
the structure, as most developers ate 
forced to do in exchange for the neces- 
sary zoning changes. 


In addition to the "Prospect Tower" 


petition, Brickman is also seeking annex- 
ation of a small shopping center, in- 
cluding a Golden Bear Restaurant at 401- 
423 E. Euclid Ave. in unincorporated 
Wheeling Township. The joint request for 
annexation will be heard by the zoning 
board of appeals members at 8 p.m. July 
23 at the village hall, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy. 


The "Prospect Tower" structure was 


originally planned as a six-story build- 
ing, but grew by seven stories when a 
six-year delay in construction jacked up 
the property value. 


Brickman approached the village in 


I'JtiT with plans for a six-story building, 
but was rebuffed when area residents ob- 
jected that the development would be in- 
compatible with the neighborhood. 


THE SITE IS bounded by the Boxwood 


subdivision on the north, Brickman Man- 
or subdivision on the south and east (all 
developed by Brickman) and Randhurst 
on the west. 


When the village board turned down 


his overtures, Brickman turned to Cook 
County, where he was given the go-ahead 
for a commercial and multi-family devel- 
opment. Tile village sued the county over 
the zoning change, but its suit was 
thrown out by the Illinois Supreme Court 
in 19GO, and the rczoning was upheld.

How do you 
evaluate 
teachers? 


A revised set of guidelines for eval- 


uating teachers hi Prospect Heights Dist. 
23 will be presented for approval to the 
Board of Education Wednesday. 


Major revisions in tlie proposed 1974-73 


evaluation guideline include the in- 
corporation of definitions to clarify cer- 
tain subjects, a redesigned evaluation 
checklist, and a redefined time schedule 
setting dates by which steps in the teach- 
er evaluation must be completed. 


Definitions are given for the checklist, 


which is designed to identify both gener- 
al and specific areas of evaluation; for 
the narrative, a report used to further 
explain checklist items; for the preplan- 
ning conference, and for merit levels. 


The checklist is divided into four parts, 


including professional preparation and 
growth; teaching skills; district and 
building duties and responsibilities, and 
teacher personality traits. 


UNLIKE PAST evaluation guidelines, 


the revised sheet calls for only the first 
two checklist catagories to be rated by 
Roman numerals from I to III with I 
being the highest score. The latter two 
categories will be rated with an S for 
satisfactory or an NS for unsatisfactory. 


The new evaluation system also estab- 


lishes deadlines throughout the school 
year for completing each step in the pro- 
cess. The preplanning conference, whicli 
is conducted between the evaluator and 
the teacher, must take place no later 
than Oct. 15. Tenured teachers must 
have their entire evaluation completed 
by April 1. 


Evaluations are conducted by princi- 


pals and assistant principals and are 
used to recommend teachers for tenure 
and for salary increases according to a 
merit system. 


A special merit pot is included in 


teacher contract packages with the mon- 
ey to be divided among teachers as they 
are evaluated for merit increases. 


THE GUIDELINES also establish a 


procedure by which a teacher may ap- 
peal an evaluation if he or she disagrees 
with it. Appeal may be designated to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee or 
the board of education. 


The appeal committee is comprised of 


the president and the president-elect of 
the Prospect Heights Education Assn. 
and the chairman of the PHEA's profes- 
sional rights and responsibilities com- 
mittee. 


The guidelines also provide for a re- 


view of the evaluation process by a com- 
mittee to be established no later than the 
first full week in April. The committee 
will consist of the president and presi- 
dent-elect of the PHEA, an elected build- 
ing representative or an elected alter- 
nate from each school, one principal 
from the elementary schools, the junior 
high principal, a school board member 
and tlie superintendent or the assistant 
superintendent. 


Evaluations will be available only to 


the teacher, the principal, the assistant 
superintendent, the superintendent and 
the PHEA Appeal Committee. 


The 1974-75 evaluation guideline was 


formulated by a committee consisting of 
teacher representatives from each school 
and Tom Rich, assistant superintendent. 


Scott, schools at odds over closed personnel talks

Local school officials appear to have 


their choice of conflicting interpretations 
of the legality of their discussion of per- 
sonnel matters in closed session. 


The two interpretations of the Illinois 


Open Meeting Act have been issued by 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott and by 
the legal counsel for State School Supt. 
Michael Bakalis. Ncitheropinion is legal- 
ly binding unless upheld in court. 


The traditional practice of most school 


boards and other government agencies of 
discussing individual salaries, adminis- 
trative promotions, granting of teacher 
tenure and other personnel issues in pri- 
vate was first called Into question sev- 
eral months ago in an opinion issued by 
Scott. 
' 


'Scott's opinion was addressed to 
State's Atty. L. E. Ellison of Whiteside 
County. In it, the attorney general said 
government bodies can only hold closed 
session to discuss Initial employment or 
dismissal of an employe and "does not 
relate to matters arising between the be- 


ginning of a work relationship and the 
ending of it." 
' 


TIIE OPEN MEETING Act, passed in 


1967, requires all government bodies to 
conduct all business in public except for 
discussions of a few specific items, in- 
cluding purchase of property, student 
discipline, collective bargaining or "to 
consider information regarding appoint- 
ment, employment or dismissal of an 
employe or office or to hear testimony on 
a complaint lodged against an employe 
or officer." 


Attorneys for a number of government 


agencies have objected to Scott's inter- 
pretation of the exemption on employes 
because, according to Allen Franke, at- 
torney for High School Dist. 214, High 
School Dist. 211 and several local ele- 
mentary districts, "You get a lot of in- 
formation that is highly personal that if 
it evei- got out, would destroy the effec- 
tiveness of a person." 


Now, to add to the uncertainty, an opin- 


ion has been issued by Leo James Athas, 
general counsel for Bakalis' office, say- 
ing tlie law allows school boards to hold 


closed meetings to discuss evaluation of 
employes. In the opinion, Athas says, 
"There are occasions that arise between 
hiring and dismissal that require a local 


school board to review the qualifications 
and performance of its certificated per- 
sonnel," and says boards may hold

closed sessions for that purpose. 


Athas* opinion was issued in reply to a 


question from Frank Hlnes, attorney for 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 89. Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54 and Harper Col- 
legc. After Issuing the opinion, Athas 
said he had discussed It with officials in 
the attorney general's office, and said, 
"We think our opinion is correct and it 
will be the opinion for school districts. 
The attorney general's opinion was Is- 
sued regarding cities and villages." 


ONE OF THE considerations In Athas' 


opinion is that the closed session for 
evaluation will "protect the reputation of 
the individual employe." To Interpret the 
law differently, Athas says, "would be to 
subject the proprietary Interest of a 
teacher In his or her state teaching li- 
cence to needless and potentially Irrepa- 
rable damage." 


Local school board presidents say that 


Scott's Interpretation of the law, which is 
in Franke's words "terribly narrow," 
might restrict a board's ability to eval- 
uate Its employee. Before Athas opinion 
was tatted, officials of Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove Dist. 21 asked State Sen. Bradley 
Glass. R-Northflcld. to Introduce legisla- 
tion clarifying the right of boards to 
evaluate employes In closed session. 


Robert Creek, president of the High 


School Dist. 211 Board of Education, said 
last week he believes that Scott's opin- 
ion. If followed would cause "major prob- 
lems" for his district. Administrative 
salaries, Creek said, arc set in Dist. 211 
on an ongoing basis with both tho 
amount and timing of raises determined 
by evaluations.

Mrs. Harms Insisted on addressing the 


tuo differing sets of figures, despite the 
strong objections of other trustees and 
park commissioners. 


"We arc accountable to the citizens 


and wo arc entitled to know where the 
Information that Is put out comes from," 
she said. 


Park Board Prcs. Charles Cronln ac- 


cused Mrs. Harms of "wanting only to 
continue a news story."

Sherman, a mechanical engineer with

heat exchanger problems prevalent in 
a number of other manufacturers' prod- 
ucts. 


"It is my opinon that there arc a great 


number of leaking furnaces installed that 
people are completely unaware of," ho 
said.

cd up by other contractors who have 
worked the Northwest suburban area for 
years. 


Robert Wing of Wing Heating and Air 


Conditioning, Elk Grove Village, agreed 
the problem is "probably prevalent 
throughout the Northwest suburbs — it is 
not solely an Elk Grove problem."

Tlie manufacturer is compet- 


ing in a market place with other man- 
ufacturers who keep lowering the prices 
of equipment in order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. This 
simply forces all manufacturers to do 
likewise. Today, we have furnaces made 
out of 16 and 18 gauge uncoated steel. 
This thickness is about the thickness of a 
dime. The products of combustion, and 
the flame of the furnace are separated 
from our atmosphere by this thin con- 
struction," he said. 


Sherman added that not all furnaces 


are "so flimsily constructed. Some have 
glass-coated heat exchangers, some are 
made out of extremely heavy 12 and 10 
gauge steel. 


"I believe that a furnace has to be 


manufactured under such conditions that 
the chances of heat exchanger break- 
down, even when improperly maintained 
or improperly installed, would be min- 
imal. Of course, a furnace would cost 
more as a result of quality Improve- 
ment," said Sherman. It may come as a 
surprise to most people to know that to- 
day a furnace Is chtaper than it was 25 
years ago." 


Sherman noted if the furnace is in- 


stalled in such a way that not enough air 
passes over the teat exchanger to trans- 
fer away the generated heat, the furnace 
overheats and must shut off on its limit 
(safety) control. This causes the furnace 
to. cycle on and off at the higher temper- 
ature's, expand and contract and shorten 
the life of the heat exchanger, he said. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM is that freon 


gas and other chloride and flouride gases 
that are present in homes due to house- 
hold chemicals are strong enough to 
cause rapid corrosion of some furnace 
heat exchangers. Freon contamination 
comes from cans, aerosol cans and air 
conditioning leaks. 


At least one furnace manufacturer, 


other than Johnson Corp. is aware and 
concerned over corrosion in heat ex- 
changers. In 1973, the Bryant Manufac- 
turing Co. newsletter, the Bryant Ba- 
rometer, carried an article directed to 
service technicians dealing with heat es- 
changer corrosion. 


"Dealers are receiving more and more 


calls from customers complaining about 
pilot outages, poor combustion, flame 


rollout or rust falling from the front of 
their furnaces, unit heater and in some 
cases, boiler. 


"These complaints are usually the re- 


sult of the heat exchanger being cor- 
roded through, permitting air to enter 
the heat exchanger when 'lie blower or 
fan starts ..." the newsletter states. 


THE BRYANT ARTICLE lists .some 


"determined causes of this corrosion" 
as: 


• Combustion air being taken from the 


attic space and the exhaust from the 
bathroom exhausted into the attic space. 
The exhaust usually 
contains 
con- 


taminats, usually from spray cans. 


• Combustion air being introduced 


through a louvered door into the equip- 
ment closet and the closet located across 
the hall from the bathroom. The vapors 
from spray cans arc picked up in the air 
currents and carried through the door to 
the flame of the furnace. 


• Aerosol cans, after one use, leak.a 


minute amount of refrigerant. Aerosol 


cans stored in the area of furnace con- 
taminate the combustion air. 


• The back flush water from water 


softener with an exposed opening in the 
area of a furnace will release salt and 
other corrosive substances into the air. 


• Air currents within a building can be 


sucli that by passing over an unvcnted 
degreasing solution or other cleaning 
agent... the air becomes contaminated. 


• The refrigerant used in electric air 


conditioning systems is one of the worst 
agents to cause contamination. A minute 
leak at the evaporator connections may 
continuously supply a small amount of 
refrigerant during the heating season. 


Bryant suggests contaminants be re- 


moved from- the combustion area to as- 
sure long heat exchanger life. In some 
cases an door air duct may be required 
to get an uncontaminated air supply and 
in a few cases, it may be necessary to 
move the heating unit, the newsletter 
states.

Stale promises increase in daily rate 
Aid boost will cover Maryville operation 


by LINDA PUNCH 


An increase in state aid for Maryvillc 


Academy will cover only operating ex- 
penscs despite assurances from a state 
official that his department would fund a 
more individualized program at the chil- 
dren's home. 


The 
Rev. Thomas Hlngterbarger, 


Maryvillc assistant director, said Mon- 
day that the Department of Children and 
Family Services <DCFS) has promised to 
Increase its payments from $16 a day per 
child to $24 a day. He said the rate was 
to become effective July 1 but that Mary- 
villc officials still "haven't seen a con- 
tract." 


Hinterbargcr 
said 
Jerome 
Miller, 


DCFS director, promised the increased 
rate in a meeting with Maryville director 
Rev. John Smyth two weeks ago. "So 
fur, it's just a promise," he added. 


THE NEW DAILY rate will "meet our 


operating costs for the past year," said 
Hintcrbarger, but will not cover the ex- 
pense of starting any new programs. 


"A new program always starts with a 


loss — you always have a cost for facil- 
ities, furniture and new staff," he said. 
"They haven't been paying enough to 
cover the costs of running the program 
the past few years." 


In testimony before a state legislative 


commission earlier this year, Smyth said 
that "financial assistance is always a dif- 
ficulty" in running the program at Mary- 
villo. He also noted that $16 a day was 
about half the amount the state provides 
for care of children In state-owned in- 
stitutions. 


AT THE SAME commission hearings, 


Miller said the state was working for 
'"more intensified programs and in- 
creased rates" for Maryville. He also 
said plans for the academy included 
more Individualized programs and a bet- 
ter student-staff ratio. 


Miller told the commission that prob- 


lems between Maryville students and 
community residents should be "solved 
by spring." Community residents com- 
plained of vandalism and other prob- 
lems, which they attributed to a lack of 
supervision of the students. 


In a report issued after the commission 


hearings, State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, and State Sen. John Nim- 
rod, R-Skokic, called for increased fund- 
ing and thorough redefinition of the type 
of services Miller's department expects 
the facility to provide.

Prospect His, school board seeks answers 
How do you rate teachers? 


A revised set of guidelines for eval- 


uating teachers in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23 will be presented for approval to the 
Board of Education Wednesday. 


Major revisions In the proposed 1074-73 


evaluation guideline include the in- 
corporation of definitions to clarify cer- 
tain subjects, a redesigned evaluation 
checklist, and a redefined time schedule 
setting dates by which steps In the teach- 
er evaluation must be completed. 


Definitions are given for the checklist, 


which is designed to identify both gener- 
al and specific areas of evaluation: for 
the narrative, a report used to further 
explain checklist Items; for the preplan- 
ning conference, and for merit levels. 


The checklist is divided into four parts, 


including professional preparation and 
growth: teaching skills; district and 
building duties and responsibilities, and 
teacher personality traits. 


UNLIKE PAST evaluation guidelines, 


the revised sheet calls for only the first 
two checklist categories to be rated by 
Roman numerals from I to HI with I 
being the highest score. The latter two 


categories will be rated with an S for 
satisfactory or an NS for unsatisfactory. 


Tho new evaluation system also estab- 


lishes deadlines throughout the school 
year far completing each step in the pro- 
cess. The preplanning conference, which 
is conducted between the evnluator and 
the teacher, must take place no later 
than Oct. IS. Tenured teachers must 
have their entire evaluation completed 
by April 1. 


Evaluations arc conducted by princi- 


pals and assistant principals and arc 
used to recommend teachers for tenure 
and for salary increases according to a 
merit system. 


A special merit pot is Included in 


teacher contract packages with the mon- 
ey to be divided among teachers as they 
arc evaluated for merit increases. 


THE GUIDELINES also establish a 


procedure by which a teacher may ap- 
peal an evaluation if he or she disagrees 
with It. Appeal may be designated to the 
superintendent, an appeal committee or 
the board of education. 


The appeal committee is comprised of 
the president and the president-elect of 
the Prospect Heights Education Assn. 
and the chairman of the PHEA's profes- 
sional rights and responsibilities com- 
mittee. 


The guidelines also provide for a re- 


view of the evaluation process by a com- 
mittee to be established no later than the 
first full week In April. The committee 
will consist of the president and presi- 
dent-elect of the PHEA, an elected build- 
ing representative or an elected alter- 
nate from each school, one principal 
from the elementary schools, the junior 
high principal, a school board member 
and the superintendent or the assistant 
superintendent. 


Evaluations will be available only to 


the teacher, the principal, the assistant 
superintendent, the superintendent and 
the PHEA Appeal Committee. 


The 1974-75 evaluation guideline was 


formulated by a committee consisting of 
teacher representatives from each school 
and Tom Rich, assistant superintendent.
